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FOBTY yean hare elapeed since the third and con- 
dading portioii of a collection of Batirical pieces of 
poetry, nsnally in Scotland called Fasquila, iaeued 
from the press. From the limited Impressioa siad 
ihe destination of the greater part of the copies for 
private circulation, they were speedily ejchausted, and 
for many years past, complete sets, whenever they 
occurred for sale, brought a much higher jwioe than 
their size or merit mi^t be supposed to warrant. 

Subsequently a variety of similar verses occasion- 
ally turned up,— and it having been ei^gested that 
a new edition, containing the original text, which 
was in many instances inaccurate, enlarged by addi- 
tional new matter, and accompanied by illustrative 
remarks and notes, might be acceptable to those per- 
sons vho take an interest in the relics of olden times, 
as tending to throw some additional light upon the 
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hifltoiyof dissessionB which, f<» upwards of a cen- 
biiy, eo seriotudy affected the tianqoilhty of Scot- 
knd, this proeent Book of Pssquila is offered to the 
Pubhc. 

In these aatiies thH« is great coarseness of expres- 
sion and bitterness of feelii^ which may not be « 
recommendotioii to the general reader, bat tliejr can- 
not fail to interest the hietoiical student, as preserving 
valuable evidence of the state of popular feeling in 
the reigns of Charles L and his descendants, and as 
illustrating the habits and morals of the people of 
Scotland for upwards of a century. Rugged as the 
vcxsifieation in many iostanoee certainly is, there 
is in ^moat the whale of these Pasquils vigour and 
power, and not unfrequentJy the satire is cleverly 
pointed and merited. The only material rejectioii 
of pasquils contained in the volumes ori^^y 
ptiated, are some indelicate atlwcks on the Kev. 
David Williamson, a divine who was hold enou^ ,t^ 
^oounto^ matranony seven times, and on elegy on- 
the death of the first Duke of Argyle, omitted for ito 
great indecency. But in a work relating to a remote- 
period, ealeulated to supply matter illustrative of tiie 
state of Scotland during very turbulent times, aod 
to elucidate passages in its civil and religious histcwy 
during the seveute^ith century, su^ression of pas- 
sages and epithets otherwise objectionable could npt 
be justified. 

The first article ot the oojiectian is taken itom 
the Bannatyne MS. It is a satire upon . the want 
of faith in the fair sex, and has never previously 
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teen ' ptinted. ' Similar produotioiu might h&vt 
fUte^ed, t*iit their introduotiMi would hare extended 
the waA fait beyond t^ limits origiaid] j contem- 
plated, and excluded the principal object in yieir, 
wluch was to «DUect' together thoM Aigitive and 
eratieecttit .pieceB'Whiah,' atthong^ nov ezbting only 
inmanuBcript, at one period, no doubt, wwe cironlated 
in Aegniie of single ^««te, denominated broadsides, 
aad Wers goatt««d over the country -with a lavish 
hand during the contest betwixt the l^isoopaliane and 
Ihe Cbvebanters, irtiich' originated in tiie lll-jndged 
altfen^t irf ■ AtchlRshi^ Laud to fitree the Serrioe 
Btwk up^n ilte'dsmzetis of Nbrth Britain. A rery few 
«f thMtt 'btoadaidAs,' believed to be luiique, are Mill 
preserved- in' Sir James Balfour's oolleotioii of State 
Papera. in t&e Library of the Faculty of Adrooates. 

'' The -vcrees relating to tiicM times are gmerally 
ioteieedngi-^nciitfaer ftre ^oee less sO which followed 
wpoa the restoration '(^ £^Mec<q)acy in 1660, and the 
rapitdiationof'tii«Soletiui League and Oovenant. After 
&e B^vc^tiot^ when William of Orange patrosited the 
ddotiinetf <rf Calviti, the taUes were again tamed, ^d 
t^ JacoMtea ctmsbled'thEffiselves by libeling the 
Meaan^ who faAd saved tbem £pam Papal snpremacy, 
aOd by fdMurisg those eioinent persons who had aided 
him ifi a-meamUKiirhicii,' howevflr -onpalateable to the 
■dvocatee oi ikd divine right of kings, had the bene- 
ficial effect of saving the monarchy. Specimens of 
Ae0d effbsiona fotm not tibe teast VBloaUe portion of 
Hke present volume. 

• The " perfervidum ingenium Scotormn," may ei- 
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plain the lore the nation had for gatirical ballads and 
aongs — a passioa which may be traced to a remote 
date. A pasquinade b^ the Scots upon Edvard I. 
WB8 the cause of the dreadful Tengeance that mon- 
an^ took upon the nnldcky dtize&e of Berwick. Hi* 
defeat of Ms effeminate son at Bannoekbom prodnced 
Traces in deriaion of the conquered. Unfortunately 
all that reniain in both instances are fragments. 

Many admirable specimens of satire occur in Dun- 
bar, who may fiiirly take his place as one of the 
greatest poets of his native land. Sir David Lynd- 
say's satire of the Three Estates, boldly given to the 
world at a period when its Author mi^t have 
suffered for his opinions, ocmtains passages of great 
coarseness ;— but to this chai^ even the great refonner 
himself is obnoxious, as those readers who have 
perused his reasonii^ with the Abbot of Crosraguel 
must be perfectly aware. Lyndsay sowed the seeds 
of that reformation, which gradually germinated, and 
whid), under the fostering care of Knox and his 
assodatee, came to maturity, and latterly spread 
almost ovOT all ScoUand. 

Hie same monarch who patronised Sir David 
Lyikdsay, neaiiy got himself into trouble with his 
tmcle, Uoniy the Eighth, for certain libels and ballads 
alleged to have been written against him by some of 
his Scotch subjects. James condescended to address 
Lord Wharton, the Warden of the West Mardiea 
between England and Scotland, on the subject, and in 
a letter to that nobleman, expressed his disbelief 
of the verity of the accusation. But in a later epistle 
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of tlt« aame mtKiarch, addressed to tbe Bishq> trf 
I^ndaff, hia Majesty evidently had arrived at a 
diffMvnt condoaion, as be intimated to hie Lordahip 
that he would take every measure in hia power to find 
ont the authors, and would put down the circulation 
of the libels in every way he could devise. Both of 
these letters, which are preserved among the Got- 
tonian uumoacripts in the British Museum, will be 
found in the ^pendix. 

At a later date the publication of libellous verses 
again fonned the auhject of complaint, and govern- 
ment inteifered, e^ecially pointing out two of the 
most offensive, "Pasculue," and "The Bair." As no 
cornea of these have como' down to posterity, their 
nature can only be guessed at, butthat "Pasciilus"is 
just the Scotch word Pasquil latinised aaa hardly be 
doubted. In Zedler's Univeraal Lexicon there is this 
definition of the word Pasquil, "a paper written by a 
concealed author ammo Infainandi, accusing a party 
of a crime which would result in 'infamia' or loss of 
honour in the person accused." 

King James VL had so great a diaUke to compoai- 
tjons of this kind, that he auppressed them on every 
occasion when he had the means of so doing. Shortly 
after his accession to the English throne, a flight of 
arrows aharply pointed was directed from Scotland 
against hia Majesty's Enghsh subjecta, intended, as he 
thought, to perpetuate the bad feeling which had 
previously existed between the two nations. With the 
view of extinguishing any further abuse of the kind, 
he, with consent of Parliament, passed the curious 
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act which will also be found in , the Appeodix, tad 
whidi has been dieinteiTed from the Tjtluable bat 
cnmbrons edition of the Scotiah Statutes, published 
under the authority of Parliaroent, by the late ThoifM 
Thomson, Esq., Depnty Clerk H«g^ter. 

Neither did Junes allow ioreign&ta to indulge in 
satires, where tiie honour and dignity of Scotland wap- 
assailed. Of this there is a singular instance in the 
case of a Pole, by name Stercarius, who was cajatally 
punished for haying ventured to defame the ScoUsh 
nation. It appears that Stercovins had been induced 
to visit Scotland, where he met with anything. but a 
hoHpitable reception. Hia retaining the costume of 
hia country exposed him to derision, as we learn fixmi 
a scarce poem, entitled a "Counter Cuff to Lysimachiu 
Nicanor,"* where it is stated that; — 

" Either he came, dade all In antique sort, 

Where, Been in streets, the subject of a aport 

He sooue became to childish gazers, who, 

With skriecbs and clamoais, hiss him to and fro, 

Till forced be was with shame and speed td pack him, . 

And to bis feet and loathsome eabts Ui/t him." 

Aji might be expected, on returning home, he penned 
and published "A Legend of Reproaches" against 
the nation by which he had been insulted. The fact 
of publication having come to the ears of Eihg James, 
he was at great pidns to procure the punishment of 
the enraged satirist, and in this he was successful 
This vindictive act is said to have cost the King the

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large sua uf eiJC hundred ponnds sterling^ Init in 
wfaat way it waa expended is not easy to imagine, 
onleea bribOTy o¥ foreign offlciala was resorted to. 

This 'sum his Majesty very ingenioosly tried to 
impose upon the 'Royal Bnrgha of ScoUaUd; and 
there is preserred in the Charter-Chest of the City 
d Edinburgh, an extract of a decreet of the Lords of 
the Secret Council, diamlssing the claim : their Lord- 
ships having adopted the views urged by the Sur^s, 
l^t they "can nawyse be Judges Competent to 
cognosce on this caus, in respect the same is foundit 
upon the payment of ane soume of money and not 
uponn ane ^e for ony ryot comitit be liiame, and 
thturfore shoold be remitit to the Judge-ordiner ; and 
fi&rder, it was allegit be the Saidis commiBsionariB, that 
tlie said actioun was foundit upon ane impositioun 
upon the burrowis of this realme, being ane of the 
three estates of this kingdome, without the consent of 
the saidis estatis, qohilk could aawyao be done hot be 
ane generaU c<mventieun of the same, or ane Parlia- 
ment^ and thur&re'tbat the saidb Lords of Secrete 
Connsaill soidd be nawyse Judges Competent in this 
matter." Accordingly, their Lordships " findis and 
declaiiis that they are nawyse Judges in the said 
Caus, and thairfore have remitted and remittes the 
deciaions' thiuiof to the Judge Competent." 

In the poem from which we have already made an 
extract, Stercovius' libel consisted of : — 



" A l^end of reproacheg atufft with lies. 
Was bold to print aod vent thoM calunuiiw 
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Agsimt the Scote, their maimen, and Ihdi' fame, 

Of pOTpow to obscure their Bplendid name, 

In all that EaHterne clfme and tract of graund, 

Where gqnadroiui of onr nation did abound; 

Whence some choice men of onts did take in hand, 

To suppUcst the Princee of that land, 

Their wrong for to redrease, bo with great paine, 

Great search, and length of time, their pcHnt th^ gnine, 

Yor all vaate Teutmu' statea, the ^tntck, the Dan, 

Dispatch, and arme with powtr Mme tnutie man, 

St«rcoTiuB to puisue in any ground, 

Take and arreigne him where he ma; be found. 

Which ia with great turmoil and traTell done : 

Tet things well acted are performed soone. - 

For this the Fox hunted from hole to bole. 

At length is catch't and unreaolv'd did thole 

His bead's divorce, which from his body fell 

Low to the gitoond ; bis sonl I cannot tell 

Which way it went, for most unworthie I 

That should into the Eternal's secrets pry. 

Every effort haa been made to procure this satire of 
SteicoviiiB, thus proved to have been printed, but with- 
out success. It is not however impossible that a solitary 
copy may one of these days turn up unexpectedly. 
It is interesting to leam that at the paitionlar date of 
the libel, 1619, there were "squadrons" of the Scotch 
nation abounding in Poland, and probably scattered 
over the Teutonic states. Oermany was a place of re- 
fuge during the religions burnings of Mary Tudor, and 
one branch of the unfortunate race of Euthven found 
protection there, after the unexplained mystery called 
the Gowrie conspiracy compelled those of the name 
to fly from Scotland. 
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The individual by irhose active exertions princi- 
paUy Stercorins t«s bron^t to execution, mu Patrick 
Gordon, who at that time was the King's resident 
in Poland and authot of the history of " The Valiant 
Brace," written in heroic verse, and printed at Doit 
1616, 4to. It is not unlikely that this gentleman got 
no small portion of the six hundred pounds sterling, 
which his M^esty aaeerts wu expended in getting 
this nnfortimate Pole put to death. He may have 
been the distributor of the money amongst the judi- 
cial functionaries abroad, taking care to keep, after the 
modem parliamentary fadiion at elections, no incon- 
siderable portion to himself, — as the first Earl of 
Breadalbane is believed to have done with cash paid 
by the En^ish Government to him to paciiy the Hi^- 
Imd chieftains. It is some satis&ction to think that 
his sapient Majesty was unable to recover the sum &om 
the Sioya\ hatgtis, and that the Lords of the Privy 
Council, who at that timehadasort of jurisdiction in 
such matters, were bold enough not to coontenance 
the demand. 

In Jnly 1618 Thomas Boss or Roias, a son of the 
deceased John Boss of Craigie, composed a Thesis in 
I^tin which he caused to be published, and proposed 
to defend before the Universities of Oxford, Cam- 
bridge, Paris, " and other places," the object of which 
was in " ten several abominable articles," to shew the 
propriety of expelling all Scotchmen from En^and, 
excepting the King, "his sone, and ane verrie few 
otheris." This Thesis he affixed " nponn the Marie 
kirk doors Dpon a Thnrsday, as tiie people were 
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•akailtiiig b* the MrmoDe, and as Doctor Oodw«ne, 
Vioe-Gluiioellotir of the Univenitae of Oxford, yam 
cotmag out of tha Kii^, to tbo intent tke eamyn 
nicht b* pi^xtiddie red and diapemt Btnongst his 
Mu^Mtfaa Mbjoets «f En^^and." 

It Hois wanid appear that 1^ act, if criminal in 
reality, was oommitted in England, where undoubtedly 
it on^t to have been tried, and there is no arerment 
in the indictment that it was in tmy mauner connected 
wftii Sootlmd, ezce|rtiBg tiiat it proposed to eject 
SeotfliMBfioia&^^d: neither iraa it arerred that the 
'niesi* WM pnt np at amy of die Seottrii Unirerfntiea. 
NeVeitiieleas tii« Authtw, who a^nitted what he had 
dene, was tried before the Ckmrt of Justiinary in 
SootJaad iipcm the 20th ei Angnst followmg, and was 
convicted ; " the Assyss having rypelie and at length 
advysat thcrewi^, together with the villanioua and 
infRlBDBa Paaqueil or Hesis and damnable appendices 
subjoined thalrto ; his jndioJd confessioun and achnow- 
ledgiag tbabof," &a. Sentence waa delayed nntil the 
10th of Sept«9nbMr flawing, pm'haps with ibe vieV of 
asonrtaiaing't^ wiftes of th» King as to the punish- 
ment, whdch was 'that the youth should be taken to 
the Cmsa of Ediabm^h, and t^ere, upon a scai&dd,

,()n the sql(j«iqti The sapient Monarch consequently 
did not choose to inn the risk of any acquittal, and 
although the pubUoatitm of the Thesis, or Pasqoil as 
the jory term it, was at Oxford, the victim was 
draglged to.DdinbuKgh, tried there, convicted and 
murdered by fena 4^ law. 

Nq copy of the Tbeou can now be fbond, the <at» used 
OD ibfi tnid with &e reasons impended, after being 
comddeied by.tiie jory, was returned to the Lord 
Advocate. ^ like the satire of Stercovioe, the Thesie 
of Boss has also disappeared, and con only be found 
in the moon, where, as the Italian poet says, things 
lost on the earth-uaifonnly go. 

TbajPOFiseB from which the Paaquils in this vohune 
h8V« ,.b«Hn doiyed, are motioned in the prefatory 
.res^^ttkaj^tefixed to each article. To Sir Jamea Balfoar 
of 'IJ^t^lne, the Lord I^on, we are chiefly indebted 
for the oarlf portions of the contents of the volnme. 
fie wae . a. Frosbytarian, and consequently inimical 

. to ^^ctxfoej, which may account for hifi preserv- 
.iag BO veiy (Mi:^£aSj, the scandaloUB, and for the 
toget pi^ i^ijust attodu i^n the Bishops, many of 
whom were . eminent for their piety, learning, and 
virtiw. Bftb then, as now pturtizanship has the singular 
and nnifocm eff^t of creating blindness, and although 
Sir Jamec wag a vort^y man and a atannch upholder 
of the monarchy, his peroeptions were too much 
riSected 1)y his . defective vision, as he could only 
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see what was progreBsing by the assistance of Cove- 
nanting Spectacle§. 

A aimUar remark may be made as regards Bobert 
Mylne, from whose Manascripls the greater part of 
the cohclnding portion of this volame bati been taken. 
An imcompramising adherent <J tiie House of Stewart, 
he had no sympathy with it« political opponents, of 
none of whom he was inclined to speak well Some 
accoont of bis life will be foond in the Appendix. 
That BO little is now known of one who was held in 
estimation by the learned men of his time, shews the 
vanntj of all Snblunuy things, and piV>Tefi — ^if proof 
were requisite — ^that the lapse of a very few years 
removes all remembrance (^ persoiis who figured in 
their day as eminent in their various vocations. 

Since the text was finished there has been found in 
a volume of the State Papers from Denmylne, now in 
the Library of the Faculty of Advocates, a pasquil 
which had previously escaped notice, in consequence 
of the defective state of the catalogues of Mannscripts 
preserved- in that very valuable but neglected collec- 
tion. As it was too late to be put in its proper 
place, the Editor has inserted it at the end of these 
remarks. The date must be previous to the year 
1639, as Wentworth is called by that name, and not 
by that of Strafford, which title he obtained in March 

1639, when at the same time he was made a Kni^t 
of the Garter. He was introduced as an Earl to the 
House of Lords 16th April following, that is to say, 

1 640, tbe year then commendng on the 25th of Man^

own palace At St AndrawB, on Saturdajr, 29tb Haj 1546. 
Hia aaccesaor was John Hamilton, a natural bcmi of Jamea, 
Eail of Arr&n, hj a lady of the name of Boyd, Batd b; Keith 
to have been of a good family in Ayiebire. He was a 
staunch adherent of Queen Hary, and having, after the 
battle of LangMde, taken refuge in Dumbarton CasUe, waa 
Arpriaed by hiii enemies, carried to Stirling, and there hanged 
' on a gibbet, the first of April, lfi72. He waa the author of a 
catachigm, printed at his own expense, at St. Andrews, in amall 
4to, black letter, 39th August 1652. A work of which only a 
few copies can now be found, and valuable fot its having 
been written in " tlie Vulgar Tougne." 

Patrick Adamsou, a native of Perth, a man of caltivat«d 
mind, waa made Archbtshop of St Andrewi in the year 
1576. In Sir John Graham Dalziel's Sootish Poems of the 
Sixteenth Centory, there has been printed a contemporary 
MS. called the legend of the Archbishop of St Andrews, a 
most BcandaloOB productjou. It has the initials R. S. at tbe 
end, meaning perhaps Bobert Semple, the author of the 
Testament of King Henrie Stewart, which wae printed by 
Lekprevik, at Edinbuigh, shortly uFter the murder of that 
ill-fated youth. Adamson died in the year 1591. After his 
death the rente of the Archbiahoprick were pocketed by the 
Dnke of Lennox, and a Buccesaor waa not appointed until 
1606, when Oeorge Gladatanee or Oledatanes was translated 
from Caithneea to St Andrews.

From the Wodrov editaon of Row's "Historie of the 
Kirk of SootlAiid," 1842, 8yo, p. 808. It ia prefaced 
ihmi — "Aimol616in themonethof U&ie, Mr George Glad- 
gtitneB, Archbuhop of 9t Androia, departed tbia life. He 
lived a fllthie belli^od ; he died of e fllthie and loathaome 
disease. In the t^me of hia Bickneaa he desyred not any to 
visit him, or to apeak comforUblie to him, neither that ihej 
ahonld praj publicktlie for him ; but he left a anpplication 
behind him to the King that he might be honoorablie buried, 
and that his wife and boima might be helped, beoauae of hia 
great povertie and debt at hia death, (behold the cune of 
God, on Biahope' great rents and revenues). All whilk wna 
done, for albeit hia filthie canon behoved to be buried 
iuatanthe after hia death, be reaaon of the moat loathaome 
case it was in ; yet the aolemnitie of the foneralla waa made 
is the numeth of Jnnii following. The day of the funeralls 
being a windle and stormie day, blew away the pall that 
was caned above his head, and maired all the honoora that 
was caned about his coffin." 

The Rev. gentieman, after declaring that the poor Arch- 
Inahop waa "a wyld filthie bellie-god beast," conoladea with 
Ma Grace'a evening prayer, which the reader will find 
on page 804 of this corioos specimen of "Kirk" Elistory, 
but which ia much too coane for repetition here- 
Judging by the calnmuieB lavished upon all chunih 
dignitaries by their opponents, it may be aaaumed liuA Glad- 
stonee great crime waa being an Archbishop, and a staunch 
upholder of Episcopacy. He waa a Dundee man — had been 
a minister at Arbroath in Angua, aft^warda at St Andrews ; 
from whenoe he was made Biabop of Caithness, and ulti'

matelj tmnaUted to St Andrewa. WhHha he was of the old 
aoaOteata fatuiliee of QledataDes of that Ilk, and of Cocklawi 
in Tweedale, nippnwd to be extinct in the nude line, m un- 
certain. Nisbet wjB, " Gladat«nee of that Ilk bean argent, 
a uvBge'a head couped, distilling dropa ci blood, and there- 
upon a bonnet, composed of bay and holly leaves, all proper, 
within an orb of eight nuutleto, gable, crest — a grifSn iwning 
out of a wreath holding a BWOrd in its right talon — proper- 
Hotto, ' Fide et virtnto.' " A martlet, in Latin " meru^, ia 
counted one of the biida of paaaage that goea and comes to 
countries at certain seasons oiE the year, as the green ployer 
or doterel." The bleeding head of the Saracen points to 
the crusadea, and the martleta indicate that the GUdgtanee 
were a 6ighty and fickle race."

The lAtiii Pasqnil upon the Scotiah BiehopB, according to 
Sir James Balfonr, of Denmjln, UDOugst whose nuumBcript 
collectionB it was found,* "was written by Ja. Cleje, School - 
master of Dundee, in Appryle 6, 1638." It is in one or 
two places not very intelligible, the paleness of the ink 
having made it difficult to decypber. 

The translation that follows is also from the Balfour 
MiJS., but the name of the author has not been given. In 
violence it exceeds the original. Both poems are mngular 
iUDstrSitions of the extent to which religious intolerance can 
be carried.

The ingaue extent to wMoh hatml of Epiaoopaqr WM 
carried in Scotland at the time of the Ola^ow Anemblf 
can hardlf be better iDBtmoted than hj the following 
liberal reisification of the jHvcoUiig PaBquil, which is mora 
(A a pBiaphiHw tiian a bviaUtiott. 

One of the esoellent peraoua libelled was Bishop Wedder- 
bnrn, anative of Dundee, who studied for some time eitber in 
Osfbrd or Cambridge. He was a prebendaiy of White- 
church, in the Dioceae of Wells in 1631, Bubsequently 
Frofeeeor of Divinity at St Andrews and BUhi^ ot Dmikeld. 
After his deposition he returned to England, where he died 
tiie next year, and was buried in the Cathedral Chorch of 
Canteriraiy, with tfae following Inscription on his grave- 
stone, within the chapel of the Tiigin Mary :—

In exfJanation of tiue Scotdsh Deanery, KBhopBoSBell, in 
his edition ol Eeilh (p. 182), remarks in a note "tliat 
he was Dean of Uie chapel-rojal, only as he was Bish(^ of 
Dmnblane, and this Deanery was annexed by King Jatnei 
VI., whereas it waa fortnerly in the See of Galloway." 
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From tlie Biabop hsTuig been a natiTe cf Dimdee, it i« no 
nDieasoDable ooojecture th»t he jaa,j have been a descendant 
of the Janiea Wedderbum of that place, who ia mentioned, 
under the year 1540, hj Calderwood aa the anthoc of many 
"comediee and tragedies in the Scotjsh Tongue " ezposiag 
the C(»Taptdonfl of Fopeij. 

SydeerffwaamcceasiTetyBidu^ of Brechin and Galloway.' 
He waa deposed hj the Ulasgow Asaembly, but, i^on 
tlie Sertoration, waa tnnslated to Oilney. He was the 
only Scotirii Bishop that anrvived the Restoration. He died 
in Edinbnrgh in 1663. His body lay in sUte in St OUes'a 
Church, and a funeral sermon was pieached on the oocaaion 
by Hr William Annan. 

The Bishop was the father of the reisMile and clner 
Thtsnas f^tydserff, anthor of a comedy called " Tango's Wilea," 
1668, 4to, which waa ancceasAd in Lmdon, and whidi is 
highly euh^iized in the enrions littierdome entitled." Gorent 
Garden Drollety." He was the compiler of the Mereurna 
CaUdoniut — the first newspi^er printed in Seotiand, and 
of which a complete set, forming a small 4to Tolame, will 
be found in the Libnuy of tbe Faculty of Advocates. 
During ^ great Civil War he was a valuable adherent of 
the monarchy ; for, aaauming various diaguises, he travetHed 

■ Sydaerff was a man of leaniitig and probity. He wu 
onpoptUaF for hil ezertiana to intn>diice the litoigy, and 
wu nearly murdered on tiie atovats of Edinburgh by an 
infuriated rabble. Hia pupil, Lofd Traqnait, coming to hia 
asdrtanee, wu soon in u bad a pli^t u the Bishop, 
the multitude ahoutiug out, to hia Lordship'* infinite horror, 
"Ood defend those that defend Ood'a cause! God confound

He waa ve«j 
Boriceahle to UoDtroae, a fact which Sydserff brings uuder 
the notice of the Becond maiquia m his dedication to him of 
a translation from the French entitled " The entertaimnent 
of the Cours," London, 1658, and whidi ie also mentioned 
in the " Covent Garden Drollexy," 1672, p. 84 :— 

Once like a PetUar, th^ have heard thee bmg. 
How thou didst cbeftt their sight and rove tliy ciag, 
When to the great Ifontroae, nnder pretence 
Of Godly bukes, thaa brought intelligence. 

He was also the manager of a Play-hcmse in the 
Canongate in 1669, and there haa been privately printed 
in tlie Abboteford Miacellany, from the recorda of the Court 
of Justiciaiy, a report of certain criminal proceedinga which 
were intrtdtnt^d tor an aaeault by one Mungo Murray upon 
him whilst engaged in the Theatre. 

SydaeiA ioeti not appear to have reaped much, if any, 
pecuniary recompenae for his Bervicee, and it is not un- 
likely that he shared the same fate with hundreds who bad 
devoted their energies to the cause of the Stewarts, and 
wlio never obttuned any recompenoe for having been so 

John Guthrie, the Bishop of Moray, was an excellent 
and benevolent powm. Having a fine estate, which came 
to him by descent, he waa independent in his circumstances, 
and tlte loss c^ his Bishoprick, aa aQectdng his pecuniary 
reeoarceB, did not matter miKih. He incurred the resentinent 
of the Fiona folk becaose he had m 1683 preadied in a 
nupUoe before the King a seimon, in the High Chundi of 
Edinburgh. He waa ordered by the Glasgow Assembly to 
make a public repentance in the Metropolis for thk enormity; 
under penalty of ezcomntnnication. Not choosing to admit 
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dtbtt the authoritf of Uie AwemUy, or the' lieiiioaaneai of 
his offence, he refnaed to obey tlie Zevlots, who deposed him, 
Hie neceMBij couaeqnenoe was, he snfEered the penalty 
of his dieobedience, which, as it did not toueh hia peraou, 
or materiallf affect his pocket, wm of no coneequence 
whatever. He held the See from 1623 until bis depoatiaa 
in 1638. He thottookuphisabodein SpymeCaatle, butio 
1610 was forced to surrender it to Colonel Monro, and 
retire to bis own house of Gathrie, in the pariah of Arbroatb 
and eotmty of Forfar, where he died peaowhly before 
the BestonttiiKu

The Kalu^ of Caithness waa in 1^0 incladed by Jame* YL 
in the letter of commiaaion paaaod auder the Great Seal of 
Scotland for the pnrpose of abating an evU which had arisen 
by "impious and wicked men" gnllty of offences cognizant by 
the Eocleeiastiaal Oonrt, appealing to the Lorda of Council 
and Session by suspensiim and advooatioa, tiierel^ delaying 
" their tryell and punishment. " This commissirai conferred 
tbepower of trying all "offeaders in doctrine^ life, or religkm, 
or any of theM holdoi to be scandalons," and gave ample 
power to paniah all attempts to frusbato its efficacy.

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SATIRE ON THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AT 
GLASGOW, 1638. 



The following violent pBsqnil ou the Glasgow Assembly 
iraB printed for the firet time in the Scots Magazine for 
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Fehraarj 1607, with this notice prefixed: — "This corioufl 
piece waa o\Mgaigij trsDmiitted to tie, bj a literaiT 
gentlenun of tbe Smt eiiiiiiaic«, ■ who found a copj^, 
probably the only one wbiob exista, written on the bUnk 
leavn of an early edition of the Bmce, in a hand of 
the middle of the 17th centniT. It waa probably com- 
posed bj Mr Thomas Forrester, Episcopal mtnister of 
Helnwe, a man of considerable hnmonr, who was deposed ' 
bj tiie Assembly in 10S8 on account ol various alleged 
crinuB, of which the chief was doubtless bis attaoh- 
meat to prelacy, and to the royal cause. Milne, in his . 
' Description of the Parish of Melrose,' pp. 88, 41, e:qireases 
his surprise that a Satire, which made so much noise in its 
day, should not hare been noticed and preserred t^ sucoeed- 
ing writers. He bad searched in rain for a copy. ' The 
piece is well worthy preBerralion, haring much satirical and 
fordble expretdon. We have added a few notes, collected 
from the history of the times, to illustrate the leading 
charactera mentioned in it." Several em»s oocoired in tiie 
transcription, which have been corrected, by collation with ' 
an MS. autograph' of Robert Mylne, the well<1mown Scotish 
Bibliomamac, who died in December 1747, (m bis birtbdi^, 
at the advanced age of one hundred and three yean.' 

In the year 1724, there was printed " An ocoouid of the 
prooeedingB of the General Assembly at QIasgow, 1S38. 
Taken verbatim from a tetter written by one of the Members 
present to his Brother in the ccunlry." There is a ntAe 
appended, mentioning that the tract is the " copy of a letter 
which a Keverend Divine cf this churoh, now deceased, 
found among his fathers papers, also a minister of the 
church, who liv'd in the tame of our first disturbance under 
K. Charles I."

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ThiB knctate haa been to a certain extent referred to in 
the notes beloir the satire, — but it is so cnrioos, as ^ving 
raanj particnlare of Uie proceedingi oecwring on an ocea- 
sion 80 momeatoufi to Epiacopacf, that it may not be out 
of place to make some additional extracts from it. At 
the onteet the HarqnU of Hamilton, the King's Commiaioner, 
propoeed tihat before anj appointment of a Moderator, "the 
commissionH should be tryed." Bat this did not please the 
"Lord of Loudon," who contended " that there bdiored to 
be a settled judicatory before the oomminionB could be tt7ed, 
and no settled judicatory, till the moderator was ohoeui." . 
Thereupon a "scholar," perhaps the writer of the letter, 
answered, that the trial of the commissioneiB ^uld go fir^ 
because both the order of nature, and the order of lawful 
procedure required that the canse should precede and 
go bcf(»re the effect As the "tiyed oonuuisBionera " are 
the cause of the moderator's lawful election, tlie commisuons 
required to be scrutinized first. 

Beference was made to the possibility of falsehood and 
treachery if the commissions were not tried btfore, but 
after, the election of the moderator, and distiuct reference 
was made to certain practices of a disreputable nature 
arising " from the subornations of the Tables at Edinbui^h." 
Lord Loudon not being able to answer this objectaon 
"remained Blaitcaiia" but as he had the great majority 
"Reason behov«d to yeild unto Will, the master to the 
serrant," and the Peer carried all before him. 

This molution was protested against by his Majesty's Com- 
nistoner, but his protest was disregarded. Those present 
jnooeeded to elect a moderator, and Mr Alexander Hender- 
soa, was chosen with the full consmit <^all, "yet there was 
some" secret murmuring against "him that he smelled 
something of popery, — because he was unmarried." The 
worthy moderator apologised for his hving ia single blessed- 
ness, and declared that " he never thought Tirginity to be 
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a virtue, bat that mamage is hoDonrable in SO, and tlie 
nmiried life is far t« be preferred before the single, " neither 
" eonld he wdl allow of St. Paul's preferring the Bingle life 
to the mBrried," "bb for himself, he protested it waa 
tJie eoMnesa of hie complexion that debarred him bbm the 
felidtj of maniage, aod that if he were able 'solvere 
deUtum,' he sbonld not be bo kmg mmiarried after this, aa 
Lnther was when he came iral of the olojBter." The 
aaggestion that before a man conid competently become 
Moderator in a General AsBembly, he must be married, is 
amnsug; it no doubt aroee out of the celibai^ of the 
Roman Catholic Priests, and a mistaken af^trehension, that 
it was not from " Viitum naturx," bat from an inclination to 
poperj, that Henderson was afrud to take to himself « 
wife. 

The choice of a Clerk came next before the Assemblf , 
when Mr James Sandilands yna rejected because be came 
from "that nnsanctifled plaoe" Aberdeen, had Arcliibald 
Johnston was chosen. This election was also inefFectoally 
^otested against by the Royal Commissioner. The in- 
dividual chosen was the famous Johnston of Warriaton, 
whose portrait has been usually painted, according to the 
political prejudices of those who delioeate him. The 
Covenanters calling him a saint, and tlie Royalista a 
sinner. He was chosm " not for any excellence in his 
peison, but as he is come of an holy race, as bdng (ute of 
iiachel Arnot, her posterity, that blessed Saint, whose 
posterity for her cause will be blessed unto tlie tboosandth , 
generation." "In a note the writer exptwns that this 
woman was the famous head of all mobs, and grandmother 
to Johnston, who was uncle te the late Bishop of Sannn 
(Burnet)." Elizabeth, the mother of Warriston, was a 
daughter of Sir Thomas Craig of Bioartonn, author of the 
celebrated treatiec De Fendis, whose father, an Edinburgh 
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tdiopkeepw, had beccme proprietor of the EaUte of WuriB- 
tcm, ne&r Edinburgh.

u Hie laiiA of Leckia, a gaatlenum of property in Stirjiiigl- 
shire, who b«canw tiie bead of a lort of indepeodent laot, aod 
in imitation of WHne refngeea from Ireland, held [odTftte meet- 
ings at his own houw, where the Irish form of wonhip was 
used. As nnifonnly happens in religioiu innovatioiis, he 
soon got follows^, Leckie having spoken diBr««pectfalIy 
of Mr Hany Qnthrie, and other ministen of Stii'lin^ was 
arraigned before the Assemblf, and Icng disoussiona took 
plaoe on the inbjeot. Baillie aaserta that "Mr Henderson 
vented himseLt on many oecasions passionately oppoaite to 

<■ Colonel, afterwards Ckmeral Leslie, who oonunanded the 
army of the Covenanter*, better known as Earl of Leven. 
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Who want's too loDg a recompenoe 
For his good service ; yet, however.

Frome all who swear thenuelves mentniome,

" So early ■■ 1633, the Var[ of LothuD, Lord London, 
Lord Balmcnno, tb« Bui of Bothea, and Xiord Lynduy, ars 
tatamea^ted by Oathtie u avowed Bopportera of the Prea- 
trfterian interest (Alem. p. 9). London in particnlar wu a 
moat itrennoni nipporter of thi« mdm. Evan in 1626, 
when the king }»on^t forward hi« acheme for the revoca- 
tioa of tithea^aiid chnroh lauda, Londonn, with Lord Bothea, 
went to London, and petitioned, tlionf^ withoat effect, 
againat that measure. These two were always employed in 
presenting the varioas representations and supplications which 
were afterwards made to the king on the subject of the litnrgy 
and Perth srtioles. Loadoon was one of those employed 
in 1637 to draw np the complaint against the bishi^ 
and when, after repeated temonstrances, the CommissiaDBTS 
were at length admitted before the conncil, he made a long 
speech, ennmerating all the grievaiices which Scotland had 
saSered, and decluing that, far from sabmitting to be tried 
by the Bishops, he conld prove them gnilty of the most shock- 
ing crimes. When Charles was compelled by hi* disasters in 
T!pg'«"'t to throw himself in the arms of the Sootish Par- 
liament, he made Loadoa Lord Chancellor. His Majesty 
having been afterwards reduced to the lost extremity, he 
wsa one of those that presented the petitim calling upon 
him to take the Covmant ; at which time h« is said to have 
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And deToiit Lordlings many moe ; 
Who lead the dance and rule the rost, 
And forceth ub to make the cost, 
And all such, &c 

acooHted hia Majeotyin the toUomng plain tenna: — "The 
difTerence between yaai Majesty and yoni Parliamant U 
grown to such » height, that, after many hloody battlei, they 
have yonr Uajesty, with ill your garruona and atron^^da, 
in their hands, &c. They are in a capacity now to do what 
thay will in Church and State ; and aome are ao afraid, and 
othen ao DuwiUing, to proceed to eztremitiea till they know 
yonr Hajeaty'a laat reaolnticm. Now, Sire, if yonr Majeaty 
ahall refnaa yonr consent to the reaotntiona, yon will lose all 
your bieikda in the Honae and in the city, and all Sn|^and ahaU 
join Bgainat yon aa one man ; they will depoae you and aet np 
another govenunent ; they will charge na to dellTer your 
Majeaty to them, and remore onr anna out of England ; and 
npon your refuaal we will be obliged to aettle religion and 
peace witbont you ; which will ruin yonr Majeaty and your 
poaterity." (Scota Worthies, p. 247.) On the eetabliahment 
of Cromwell's government he loat all hia iofloence^ and waa 
diamiaaed from hia office. The restoration, however, waa 
macti waraa, when, "it ia inoonceiTabte to ezpreaa the grief 
Uiia godly nobleman sustuned," both on aoooont of th« 
renewal of " Popery, Prelacy, and Slavery," and the dangara 
which threatened hia own person. Theae affaotad him ao 
violently, that he died on the IGth of March 1662, before the 
meeting of Parliament. 

Lord Bothes waa equally zealous, and his name ia generally 
coupled with that of LondouiL in the trauaactioua of those 
times. In the Parliament of 1633, on the clerk's declar- 
ing that on important question had been curled in the King's 
favour, Bothea roae and affinoed the oontrary. When the 
King went north shortly afterworda, the Borl of Rothes and 
Lord lindeaay aaaambled about 2000 of the Fife gentry to 
meet him ; but the King waa ao iucanaad at their previona 
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Frome Dans Lawe's rebells rabbled out, 
RaacallB frome all quarteta sought out ; 
Faire England's forces to defeate, 
Without armour, money, or meat : 
True, some had forks, some roustie dags, 
And some had bannocks in their bags.

Frome the table's emisaaries, 
Frome mutineerB of all degrees : 

condnet, that he ihiiimed liism by teking a, by-road to Dan- 

Loid Balmerino oonanrred in ^ the tBeMRUM erf the other 
Lords, andpaiticQlariy in a petition which waa to haye been 
pnMUted to the King in 1633i but wm •uppraeaed dtan the 
fear of offending hia Majesty. Thia petitirai having been 
found in Balmeiino'a pcBaeanon, a criminal prooeaa waa opened 
against him, and, by th« cMting vote of the Bar] of Tntqukir, 
he waa condemned to die. Bnt, "it waa reaolTad, either to 
Mt him at liberty, or to revenge hia death oa the Court and 
eight joiymen;" which, Tiaqoaii learning, procured hia 
pardon. Thia transaction, by irritating the Covnuntera, 
uid by ahowing them their itrcngth, prov«d highly injariona 
to the Ib^al canM. 

Archibald Lord Lome, afterwarda Harqnis of Argyle, waa 
much slower in dacUring himaelf. He continued long a 
member of Coimcil, though he is supposed to have made 
aeciet naumstranoes against the imprudent meaanres of the 
Court Bat in 1S38, whan the QenenJ Aaiembly detcnoined 
to nt, notwithstanding their being dissolved, this nobleman 
agreed, though not a member, to continue a witueaa to thair 
proceedings, which the Assembly considered "aa the greatest 
hnmau encouragemmt they oonld meet with," but irtiiah 
occMiimed a com^dete bresch between him and the Court 
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Prieste, Lotds, Jud^, clerka of tonus, 
Proud citizens, poor country clouns ; 
Who in all conisea diaagree, 
Bot joyne to crosse authotitie, 
And all sach, &c.

littletoik in the fourth edition of his lAtin and Engliith 
KotJon&ry givce the following definition of Cathjinu : — 
" Catbari quidftm dicti ni^opoi puri ob aimnlAtj.m pnri- 
tatem. PQritanE^ a sect which denied oaths npon an ocoa- 
aion for the deciding of any tniUi; thejr maintained 
abeolnte perfection in tiiis life ; whence, with tbeir master, 
Noratna, thef denied repentance to those that fell away 
mnn biq>tmn'" 

The three Aposdee of the Covenant named in the second 
Btann ctf part aecond were Hendemm, the moderator of 
the Glasgow Assembly of 1638, of whom some attcoont will 
be found in the preface to the preceding article, Dickson, and 
Cant 

David Dickson was a popular preacher. It it uud that 
an English Merdiant, who heard him at Irvine, where he WM 
Minister, *' described bi'm aa a well-favoured proper old man, 
with a long beard," who showed him all his heart, for be 
was bmed for treating of all " cases of conscience." He was 
anthor of a " short explanation of the Epistle of Paol to tiie 
Hebrews," whidi was printed by Edward Babane, at Aber- 
deen 1635, 12mo. Hr Dickson, moreover, got np a flirlatitm 
with the mneee, which resulted in the lurth (tf a " Divine 
Poem," " on Chiistian Love," rc^>rinted at the beginning of 
the next coitury. He oompoead several theological Treatises. 
He died in 1662.* Wodiow, in his Analecta,t has preserved

Shortly after a gentleman called, who 
was received with mnch comteey and was treated with 
a glass of ale, which the sti'anger greatJy commended, hat 
asked if there was no wine in the honse. Mr Dickson 
said there was, and mentioned how it came there. His 
vimtor ssid he had tent it, and asked if he remembered of 
being robbed oi a purse, with four or five hundred merks, 
years before. His host " minded " the circumstanee. The 
gentleman said be was the man ; that he had followed the 
advice pvea ; had traded and beoi successful, and that he 
now returned tbe money takm, with interest 

But of tiie bio, Master Andrew Cant was the most 
popular ; Hendenen and Dickson were men of talent and 
learning I but Cant's c^inions were held in more esteem by 
the lower classes. Iteference has previously been made to 
the aeoonnt of the Glasgow Assembly of 1638, and the joctnre 
tbwe presented of the reverend gentleman's eloquence and 
acquironents is too grajdiic to be omitted. HrDarid Mitchell, 
an Edinbu^h clergymoi, having beoi accused of Armini' 
anism, Cant was desired by the Assembly to stato his views 
on the point He vray "gravely and modestly did eicnse 
himself in Uiat matter, that there were many more learned 
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tiuui he toi^eakof th&t nutter; fear I," uith he, "hare been 
otherwise exerdaed th&n- in reading Aiminiiu'B teaeta ; for 
after I had spent aotne jeara in the College of Aberdeen, I 
was |ffomoted to be a doctor (i.«,, usher) of the gmnnur- 
■duol tboe, and in the meantune I did read Becanos hi* 
Theology." Then vas one stting bende him who touched 
him on the elbow, and told him Becanut was a Jesuit, 
and that he should hare said Bvcaniu. He crar'd the whole 
Atumbly pardon, that he shonld hare named a Jeanit, and 
protested that " he nerer read three lines either on Jetait 
or any other Popish writer ; yea," continned he, "I abhor 
these men whom tbej call the Fathers, ttx one told me, 
who hewd it of Mr Charles Ferme, that they smdl'd too 
much of Popery. Bacama hare I studied, and some Enghah 
Homilies, bat abore all, I owe all I hare to tike most 
Reverend Hr Cartwright (the gre»t English Apostle of 
PiesbTtcry in the reign of Queen Elizabeth.) I would have 
stodied Mr Cabin's InstitutioDB, but I found thon some- 
what harsh and obscure to be understood." That is to saj, 
obeerrestJie writer, he did not understand Latin, for Calrin 
writes in a plain, intelligible style, and hia Latin is as 
refuted as an; work in that language this 1600 jean; 
Cmt next disckeed the startling fact that "when I 
should bare studied most, I bad such a prick in mj flesh, 
that I behoved ather to marry or bum, being of a com- 
plexiim quite contrary to our moderator's." Here the 
narrator explains th&t this " may esaily be believed if what 
is reported <A him be true — viz., that he begot his son Ur 
Andrew upon a Sunday betwixt his forenoon and afternoon 
sermons." "Therefore, moderator, 1 request you to seek 
some osier's judgment concerning Uiat, iar Popery, Armnt- 
anism, and the Alcoran are all alike known to me." The 
nutdest Henderson must have blushed to tike ears, at this 
candid admission of Cant's heat c£ body, especially when the 
oratcx conbasted it with bis own ooIdneflB of temperamrat. 
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Wodrow obeerrea th&t tbe "maligimnto" colled Cant one 
of the Apostles of the CoTeoaDt" 

A stitl more ridlcidouB, but more eicoaoble appeamnce was 
made bj the enlightened commisBioiier irf Forfu, a mender 
of Bolea,notof Boola. HededATedUiat,tlionghamanofaiaaIl 
leaniiog, he had, by virtue of " Fresbyterial commission," as 
"great a power to speak and decide matters as aoj that 
hath imposition of hands from a Bishop. Concerning Axian- 
ism" — some one bade him say Arminianisni — be resumed, "I 
know not bow yon call it ; but when I was in Holland boj- 
ing leather, in order to mj vocation, there was one Bama- 
veld who was arraign'd and beheaded ; I asked what was 
thefanh? They sud he was found gofltf of Amnnfonum and 
treaxoa against the State. So, in my judgment, Arminianism 
is Treason against the Corenant, and deeervee to be punished 
with death." Tjuckily, as the Assembly bad not power to 
<»der Mitchell's execution, the members merely contented 
themselves with depriving him of his benefice, although thej 
knew as little about ArminianiBm as they did about tnie 
ChrJBtianity. The author of the account of the Assembly 
asserts tliat the real cause of the deprivation waa, that Mitchell 
had given offence to the pious and pure Garl of Bothes. 

Andrew Cant, the jonnger, did not follow in (be foot- 
st(^B of the elder Cant, as he was a staunch Boyalist ; and 
when preaching in Aberdeen, qioke with snch violenoo 
ag^Dst the " bondage of the oppreesours," that some of the 
soldiers who were in the church rushed forward to the 
pulpit with swords drawn. Eia colleague, Menries, in a 
fright, crept in below the pulpit, but the undaunted Andrew 
stood firm^ and exclaimed, "Here's the man that spoke," 
and opening ont his bosom, declared, "here is a heart ready 
to receive the thrusts, if any will ventnre to give them, for 
the truth." His bearers gave no further indication of 
hostility. Wodrow has preserved this anecdote, adding, in 
his commentary, that Cant, " had once been a oqitain, and 
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was one of the most resolute, bold men of his day." What- 
ever m&; have been hia oiiginal cttUiDg, one cannot aioid 
admiring the manlf conrage which, be on this occasion 
disphtjed. 

Henrf Bollock, ia called Rogne in tlie account of the 
Glasgow AflMmbly, eu> often referred to; "the name ia 
Kfdlook, hut it was then, and by some to this day (1726) 
pnmounced Bogue, and never man deewvedthe name better, 
if we cODBult tiie minutes of that meeting." 

.Andrew Rameaf, one of the nuniBterB of Edinburgh, is 
the other person referred to ; he can hardl; be ckaaed with 
those lealota who endeavoured to override the civil power. 
The assemblf approving of an act of the commiasioD, 
repealed or attempted to repeal a Parliamentaiy enact- 
ment, had enjoined all the clei^ to sign an approbatorjr 
declaistioQ. Bamsaj' and Mr William Colville declined to 
do BO, and were deposed. Wiewnpon, sajB Wodrow,' 
"my L(H^ Eglioton, GrayBt«i],1' )eft tlie house in a pet. 
That same daj John Gilon, a pious but illiterate man who 
had no language but his mother tongue, was ordained a 
minister. My Lord, when he came out, sud the asBcmbly 
were going quite wrong. - Thej had put oat two great 
lights in this church, and had set np Jt^ Oiloa at Lin- 
lithgow, a mif and dark lanthom in comparison with than," 

Ramsay was a man of superior attaiumente to his 
bretbren. Ue was author of a small and now rare volnme 
of sacred poems, in Latin verse, of gretib ezcellcnoe, which 
were printed at Edinburgh in 1633, 12mo. It has been 
conjectured that Milton borrowed from him several of the 
BpeecheB and descriptions in his Paradise Lost, which 
was printed subsequently: in an old Edinburgh Magaane 
several parallel passages have been given. 

Hie "glass," mentioned in tiie fonrlb stanza, was tbat 
used lor the purpose of enabling the preacher to know when

" another glsM, aOd then." 

Gutter JenBMy in vtania clevvi, rafemto the bol;' woman 
who threw a ttool ab Ardibiahop Spottinro^. Kfrkton, 
in his History, aays, ibut as the fint Beforaulun that 
abolished Popery bqgaa at Perth " with the throw of a 
stone in a boy's hand, so the second Befonnataon, which 
abolished Episoopocr, began with the tlirow of a stool in a 
woman's hand." This heroine of the Covenuit was Geddes, 
but whether called Margaret or Janet is nbt qmte certain. 
Mr C. K. Sharpe, thb Commentater on KiAton, ofaBerres in 
a note, tliat it itM said she bad done potane* on t&e etool 
of repentaniA for fomidttion the Sabbath pmions'to this 
exploit. Hov cnrioue it would be U Uw euity st99l, M it is 
commonly called, wsa the identical one which,, after Jutving 
brought Janet to repentance, should have bee^ ^u original 
cause of the popular and successful attempt to abolish 
Episcopacy. 

Females were tmifoiroly the great Bnpportm of the 
Corenant.

The accoMitionB both in the Satire and the Key are pal- 
pable ezaggarationB. Whatever may haTe been the demerits 
of Archbi«hc^ Land, smnredly immorality was sot among 
hia yieet, — neither do we believe that Lord Stirling was 
a cbrtnhanl. Hia poetical abilitin hare never reodved the 
praiae which they deeerre. Uized up wi^ bombast and 
pedantry, paasagn oocnr in hia dramaa of infinite beauty. 
Hie Aurora, not included in the totia ooUeetiot of hia 
works, and now very rare, may rival the similar composi- 
tions tA any poet of bis time. Those persons who will take 
the trouble of going through his Lordahip'e " Reoreatkma 
with the Husee," wUl be amply rewarded for their pains. 
There is a cnrioasapeeimenof King Janue's critical acnmen 
in a-aennet — the tmginal ot which will be fonnd in one of 
the Denn^ ftdioa, with aonediana in his m»j«irt.y'a hand, 
addrewed to Sir William Alexander. It ia called — 
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Thb complaintb of the muses to alkxander upon 
himselfe for his ingratttude towards thbm, 
by hurting them with his hard haumesed 
words, fitter to be used upon his hineralles.

The dat« of this severe attack upon Sir William's " hard 
harsh, ' trotting,' tumbling Teyne," waa perhaps 1613, when 
he, Thomas Foulis, and Panl Pisto, got a Grant of the 
Silver minee at Eilderston, in the county of Linlithgow — 
the working of which the monarch assumed had given caaao 
tor the tonefnl nine to complain. In the Faaquil Lend 
Stirling is designed as of " Menatrie," although he had at 
its date been created flnt viscount, and subsequently Earl 
of tjticling. The barony of Meustrie is in the county of 
CUckmanuan, and now belongs to I.iord Abefcromby, whose 
predecessor, Sir Ralph, it is asserted was born in an antique 
edifice in the village, traditicwally reported to have been 
the residratoe of the poet. The Ktiiist styltt his Ijirdsbip,

ful comedy of Fletdier, once w popular, though now 
tumiehed the stage? It had been acted probably about the 
period when Lord Stirling figurCB in the poem. 

Oddly enough the American Earl — connected with the 
Alexanden of Menstrie, as nearest heir male — ii aleo intro- 
duced as a drunkard, in a strange little drama published 
at Edinburgh during the American war, called the "Battle 
of Brooklyn." The Earl is brought on the stage as a 
distinguiahed commander of the rebel forces, but his chief 
exists conaist in a series of intozicatiDg exhibitions which 
must have been very 6di^^g to the audience. The cause 
d the last Lord Stirling deserting his native country, 
resulted from an ungradous and injudicious attempt to 
negatiTe his right to tiie penaga. He was an able general, 
and honest pohtician ; as a man his character conld not be 
impe:iched, and all that can be said against him was that 
ha repudiated his connection with the home of his birtii, a 
step which the treatment he recdved sufficiently justified. 

To return to the fint Peer, Sootstanrit observes (p. 7S.) 
that Lord Stirling got " great things from his majeetie, as 
especially a liberty to create a hundred Scotsmen EnigbtS' 
Baronets; from evety one of wh<Mn be got two handled 
pounds sterling or thereby; s liber^ to c<nn base money, 
far under the value of the weight of copper, which brongbt 
great prejudice to the kingdom. At which lime he built 
Ilia great lodging in Stiriing and pat on tite gate thereof : 
}itr mare per terras, which a merry man changed, per metre 
jier lurneri, meaning that be attained to hia estate by poe^, 
and that gift of base money." 

The building mentioned was a proc^ at least of Lord 
Stirling's admiration of the beauties of nature. When 
origixi^y built it most have been a glorioos place — standing 
above the town of Stirling, on an elevation — having Hurley- 
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Hacket, where Albany, his children, and kiDBmen were 
jodiciaUy murdered, aad the Gutle od the west, wiUi 
gradii&lljrdeecuidiDg terrace gaidene — beaatifallypliuited — 
cammanding a view oi the Ochik on the norib, with tlie 
windiogB of tlie silvwy Forth, and the carae of Falkirk on 
the east ; it m not eaey to imagine « more fitting habitation 
for a poet — and one bo peculiarly adapted for " Recreations 
with the Muses." . • 

Thii palatial rendenee at the preaent date id an hospital 
tor the Boldiera in the Caatle. IIb fair gardeDB have been 
d moei ' a ted, its parka built upon, even the family burjing 
groond, in the adjtHning church, has been taken powearion 
of hj BtrangNS. 

The Harqnia of Downahire ia tAe heir of line of tUa 
remaikable num, who, hj force of talent and peraeveranoe, 
from a comjmatively humble poeition became an Earl, 
and held the higbeat officce in Scotland. The American Earl 
ie believed to have been a collateral heir, under a remainder 
to hnra male. Leaving no male descendants, it is understood 
that the peerage is extinct. An interesting Life of his 
Lordghip was published by the New Jersey Hiatorieal 
Society, New York, 1847, 8vo. A Biogmphy of the founder 
of the family, for which there existe [denty of material, 
woold be, if wdl done, a work of great interest. 

Sir William was created, by Charles I., Viscount of 
Stiriiug and Baron Alexander of Tullibody, 4th September 
16S0, witl) reminder to hia heirs male bearing the name 
and arms of Alexander. On the I4th June 1633, he was 
made Earl of Stirling and Viscount Canada, with a nmilar- 
renuunder. He died in Feburary 1640, — hia body was 
carried to Stirling, "was 'deposited in a leaden coffin in 
the family aisle in the Church of Sdrling, above grooikl, 
and remained entire till within these thirty years." . - 

- We fear that Lord Traquair was not altogether undeseor' 
ing of the severity with which lie has here been treated-; 
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bU conduct frtnn tbe time of his rise notil his final overtlirow 
MM meroeiuuy and deceitfoL ScotBUrrit could hardlj be 
btherwioe than ininucal; aod Balfour, in his *""''l», doee

"In the beginuiDj; of Annate, this zeiie, (1634) a 
warrant was procured frmn the King, by tbe Eail at 
Traqnaiie, qoho had laiUj fsllin onte with the Ltml 
Cbancelar^ [Archluahop Spottiswood,] f<w procuring the 
marriage of one Inglia, with a good portioue, to one 
Butter, a nephew of his ; wich Hoisell Traquair had 
fbrmerlie, in his couceit, deuored for a coi^eiii of his auen, 
with quhome he was to bane dewjdit the ptaj ■ so finding 
himself outreoched, he raissee all the furies of the cotote 
against the Chancelfx, and procoree a warrant to Ute Fiiat/f 
Coonsellers, for hdring Uie Lord Chanceler'g comptea of 
his collectorej' of tho taxations granud to bis Majestf in 
the Gener^ Conventione of the EstaiUi, in Anno 1630. Bot 
Traquaire failled in his malice, in panmading himaelve to

ScotsUurit ha* a moat acandaloaa storj, amongst many 
others, as to a tavnsaction of the noble Lord, by which be 
pTooured a remission from the crown &»a forgeiy, practised 
upon the Lord Herriee, who baring written his name on 
the fly-leaf of a book, it was oooTerted into a discharge 
for 6000 merka, duly witneswd, according to law, by four 
(dead) witueeses ! ! Traquaire died in 1659. in extreme 
poverty, whilst smoking a pipe of tobacco; "and at his 
burial had no mort-clottt, but a black apron ; nor towels, 
but dog leishes, belonging to some gentlemen that were 
imaent, and the grare being two feet shorter than his

Cranston — Macgill,— vu a gtsndaon of DaTid Mokgill of 
Niabet, Lord Advocate, be waa Lord of Seamoii, and was 
created by Charlea II., in 1651, although the patent did 
not paH tlie great seal until the Bestorataon, Vieconnt of 
Osfurd and Lend MakgiD of CooBland. The remaiDdetB or 
tkles was to him, and " bia heirs male (^ tailxie aniiprOTiaion 
wbataoerOT." These few words bad the effect next century 
ol extinguishing or perhaps the proper expresdou should be, 
suqiendiiig the peerage. The firot Viscount's son left two 
daoghtera, "but no heir male of tailzie." The eldest of the 
ladies took the estates under the entail. The b«r male was 
James Mak|^ of Bankellkir, a difrtamt cousin, who assumed 
tite titls, and petitioned the House of Lords. Now be was 
heir male: — but not "of tailxie and prorision," that b^g the 
dtaracter of Sobot Hakgill of CranBtcHi Midcgill— Thns each 
of the oompeting puties had one half of what the patent 
reqniicd — one was har male — the other heir of tatzie and 
proriaon, oonaeqnentlj neither claimant could tAke. But 
if itj any freak of fortune, soma future heir male should 
many an heiress of taMa, the conditions of the destination 
would be fulfilled, and the peerage in this way be rerived.

He had been, 
contrary to law, pamitted to remain at the Court of Eng- 
land, and wa« supposed to have had much to do with the 
preparalionB made by Charles for his espedidou against 
Scotland. 

Coiueiui — or Gone — was the author of a very rare work, 
" De duplici statu Religionia apod Scotoe. Ronue, l^jna 
Vaticania. h.dc.xxviii., 4to." It is dedicated to Frande, 
Cardinal Barberiu, who ia styled, Prot«ctor "Hagns 
BrittanUe." lu the address to the reader there are several 
interestiag Uteraiy notices, and portienlarly one laudatory of 
Lopes de Vega Carpio, therdn atjled " Iberis bus Apollo."

The only individual named in ttiis Paaq^uil ia Sir John 
Hay, Lord Clerk Register, as to whom the reader will find 
a racjr note (rf Balfour^ in the preceding article. Soots- 
tArrit, who never lost an opportunity of chronicling the 
evil deeds (^ bia eotemporaries, has no cbai^ against him, 
and the ensuing veises admit that he was no turn-' 
ooat, but a steady adherent of the cause he had espoosed. 
He was compelled to fly from Edinburgh for sapporting the 
Bishops. He joined Montitjee, was taken at Fhihphaugb, 
and was " likely to have suffered if he had not been saved 
by the means of the Earl of Callender, wbo«e lady was his 
kinswoman, and of his son Hr. William, who advanced £600

It Tas taken from one of those uumeroiu collections of 
Robert Hjlne, Thich were nnfortonstelf , together irith 
his inTaluable library, sold by anction after his demise, 
instcftd (4 having been bought by some of the pnUic 
libraries of the North, and thus kept entire. One hun- 
dred ponnds might, in 1743 or 1744, baTe secured a 
collection in which were imiumeraUe articlee of the 
greatest value. Books with the Autograph of Bobert 
Mjlne may yet be found in the book-shops of Great 
Britain. Some fiit«en years since a volume containing 
about twenty articles turned up at a sale — the pecuniary 
value of which could not be under a couple of hundred 
pounds. Amon^ the raritdee was an unique edition of 
Bobin Goodfellow, witii a woodcut prefixed, not to be found 
either in Ute Bridgewater copy or in the one sold at Hr 
Daniel's sale for above fifty pounds. 

Thomas Hay, the poet and dramatic writer, is tlie author 
of the Eisli^ of the Long Parliament " which began Novon- 
bathe3dta>CxL."* In a copy of this book formerly belong- 
ing to George Chalmera, tie author of Caledonia, there is the 
following MS. note by him.

The conTUBioa of Maj to pitttiotiBm wm piettf miH^ in 
accordAace ■mOi the opudon of Sir Bobert Walpole, who 
declared he could make patiiota by wholesale. Only refoK 
a mam an Tuiieawmable request and he InBtantlj becomes 
(me. This seems to have been the case with our historian, 
for on the dea& of Ben Jonaon in 1687 the vacant laurel 
was sought by him, but to his annoyance was ^ven, through 
the iofiuence, it was alleged, of the Queen, to Sir William 
DaTenant who it must be admitted was, both aa a dramatic 
writer and poet, quite wortiiy of it, — his Gondibert b^ng 
superior to any poem of his competitor. On the other 
hand, May's Dramas, " The Heir," and " Old Couple," are 
better than auy of Davenant's comedies. Uay died in 1660, 
in tbe 55tb year of his age, and thus predeceased the Long 
Parliament. 

The sale of Charles for filthy lucre was an act of such 
baseness that nothing can palliate it. ft is a porpetnal blot 
on tbe Scotisb eecutoheon, although perpetrated by a 
faction. If a nation confers the power of mling on political 
jobberg and hypocritical pretenders, it must shi^ with 
tliem the infamy of bU their iniquitous actions. 

The Long Parliament came to an end upon the elevation 
of Cromwell to mipreme power. On the 13th December 1658 
it was diasolved. Some of the members still continuing to 
dt, Colonel White came to the house, with a giuard, and 
demanded what they were there for. They answered, " To 
seek the Lord," " Pish," said White, " the Lord has not 
been within these walls these twelve years," and without 
further ceronony turned them out. 

On the Cavalier aide, Cleveland, a popular aod clever 
writer, has a smart poem on this interminable Pariiament, 
from which a few atanzae may be extracted : —

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PASQUIL AGAINST LAUD AND WENTWOETH. 

Ab Black Tom, othcnriae Thomas, Ead of Strafford, waa 
beheaded on the 13th (£ Uay 1641, it is obvious that the 
BCanilouB prodnctjan below waa written some time previous. 
When Charles Kgned the warrant for his eiecution, his 
own ultdmatfi fate might easily be foreseen. Balfour has in 
the same volume with these lines trauacribed tiie be&utif ul 
poem usually ascribed t« Strafford, and assigned the autJior- 
ship to him. Aa a cotemporary, and from bis high official 
powtion in Scotland, hia testimony ia not without ita value. 
In one of tiie volumes of BaJfonr's State Papers, there also 
occurs a printed broadside in which the verses are in like 
manner stated to be by Strafford. 

Laud was not executed until afterwards. The Commons 
were determined to put tike ATchbishop to death, and 
although the Peers were of opinion that his Grace waa not 
guilty of high treason, they were so much terrified by the 
threats of the Commona that they gave way. His Grace was 
accordingly executed on Tower Hill on tlie 10th of January 
1644-45, notwithstanding he produced the King's pardon. 

Both Straffcnrd and lAod were murdered, not by oommon 
nr*""'"'. but by a set of men who, as members of tbe House 
of Commons, were supposed to be the jut goardians <tf the 
lives and libertiei of their countrymen.

TUi " Paaqnil, made at the Bridge of Dee qaben it was 
vone from tlie Ajite-Corenaiiten of the north," ia a cnriong 
^tedmen of the Corenuituig Mow, iiBiiallj, not rerj 
inspirmg. It ia tiie more mtereetiDg becanaa tradition 
has jmaervei a ballad- of oonmderable merit, which the 
editor had many yean tance the good fortune to recover and 
print for tlie fiist tdme in the " North Countrie Garland," 
from which it haa been tcanaferred to the pages of Mother- 
well, Aytonn, and other {edltore of ScotishBaDada. Pn^eaKir 
Aytoun in hia set has omitted the three concluding stanzas 
ot the boUad aa originally printed, conndering them^ inter- 
polations, because thej represented the Highlanders flying 
from the field of battle, in conscqnence of their being 
frightened by the artillery bnnight against them. In oar 
recent edition of "Scotigh Historical Ballads," the original 
rerses have been restored and the reader will see that 
Aytonn's objections are obviated by the contemporary 
H3. of Balfonr, which particularly mentions the alarm 
occanoned amongst the nwth^v Royalists by the nse of 
" Hoslde's Mother," and the effede produced on the Yiscoant 
of Abt^ne, —an amnsing incident, aa it establishes that 
upon this occaaon the Viscount did not wear a kilt. 

While the saintly Argyle was empk^ed in the more oon- 
genial occupation of plondering thtf Castle of Airlie and 
collecting property of every description for remoyal to his 
CssUeofluverary, his coadjutor, Montroee, then an adherent 
ot the revolutionary cause was fighting gallantly on its 
behalf, and by hia victory over Huntly made himself master 
of the important dty of Aberdeen. 

He compelled the Marquis of Huntly to fly, together with 
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his eon the Yiscount of Abojne. Luckily for the Aberdo- 
niana it waa that the Tictor was the chlTalrons Hontroee, for 
though u^ied bj tike fanatics about him to destroj the andent 
bnrgh, he resisted their ijnportmiiti«B. Aytoiui'a condud- 
ing verses are as follows : — 

Then up and spoke the gnde Montrose 

Grace be on his fair bodi«, 
" We winna bum the bonny bmoh, 
Well even let it be." 

Then oat and spake the gallant Htntttose, 

Afi he nide owie the field, 
" Why should we bunt the bonny bnichr 

When its like we cooldna build?" 

" I see Qie women and the children, 

Climbing the craig so hie, 
We'll sleep this night in the brainy brush. 
And even let it be."* 

Had Hontrose then left the Covenanters very diSerentr 
might have been Uie fortoues of Charles in tlie north, bat Pro- 
vidence ordered oilierwiBe, and it was even then moch too 
late for the Grahame to benefit a monarch whose infirmity 
of purpose enabled his oppraients to hurl him from his- 
tlirone. With all his good qnalitieB, and they were many, 
the vacillating policy of the King tendered him nnfitted to 
rule. It teqoired a man of sterner materials to save tha 
crown. His mighty successor, Cromwdl, proved what 
might be done by mental vigour and unconquerable deter- 
mination. 

The Earl of Einghom waa the second peer of that title. 
He married Lady Margaret Srakine, third dao^ter of 
John, Earl of Mar, Lord Treasure of Scotland, she died at

Upon the death of hia fiiat wife, hig Lordship muried 
the Ladj Elizabeth Manle, daughter of Patrick first Earl of 
Panmnre, and by her bad a aon Patrick, ha Bucceesra, and 
ft daughter Elizabeth, who married the first Earl of Alx^ue, 
a title now merged in the Harquiaite of Hontly, and npon 
his death captain Alexander Grant. His Bncceeeor prefer- 
ring the title of Strathmore, obtAined iram the Crown a 
new chartw, nnder which he and hia aucceMors became 
Earls o{ Strathmore and Kinghom. 

George O^vie of Doolugue wsa created a Baronet by 
King Charles I., 30th July 1627. He shewed his loyalty 
and ralonr at the Bridge of Dee, and waa created a Baron I^ 
leltere patent dat«d 3lBt of August 1642.— Crawford's 
Peerage, p. 86. The title is at present dormant, but a* the 
remainder is to heirs mole whataoerer, it ia not improbable 
that some day or other it may be rarived.

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LINES BY MONTROSE. 

Theee linw muat have been writUn bj Monboae prior to 
tiie elerfttion of the Uuqnis of Hamilton to a Dnkedom, 
Bit grace wu the commkaioner at Ute celebrated Glasgow 
Anemblj- of 1638. flis three eona died before him, and his 
bortonm, after hia execotjon by the roundheads on 9th March 
1648, passed to his brother William, Earl of I^nark, who 
dying without isBoe male, 61b Sept. 1651 — the eetate and 
honooTB derolred on tbe Lad; Anne, daiight«r of the first 
duke, who married William Douglaa, Earl of Selkii^ At 
the solicitation of tbe Dochess he was created Dnke of 
HuniHon in 1661, for life. Thns the Dnkes of Haznilton are 
only hdrs of line of the Hamiltons, while they enjoy the 
male reprasentation of the Douglas family. 

The Earl of Newcastle did not receiTe his Marquisate 
until the 27th of October 1643, so that the killing of his 
son's dog could not have occurred before that date. Snr- 
Tiving the BeatoratioD he was created Earl of Ogle and 
Dnle of Newcastle, 16tli March 1664. His son Henry, the 
second Dake, was probably the owner of the dog slain by 
"the maiden sword of Hamilton." 

The fdlowing is the title given 1:^ Balfonr: — "Some 
lynes one the killing of ye Earle of Newcastell's Sonne's 
doge, by ye Harqnees Hamilton, in the Qaeen's Garden 
at Yorke. Written there by the Earle of Montrois."

According to Clarendon, be stood ao well witii botii partiea, 
that his andden remoral " pnt an end to all hopes of good 
quartos with that nation," Le., the Scota. Hia Loidahip 
wrote " a Relation of Proceedings conceraing the tSttiia of 
the Kiric of Scotland, From Aagnst 1697 to July 1638," 
which, after lemaining in manuscript for nearly two 
centuries, was privately printed by the late James Naun, 
Esq., for the memben of the Bannatyne Club, Edinburgh, 
1830, 4to. To this pnUicatiou is prefixed a very fine 
portrut of bis Lordahip in tiie twenty-fifth year of hia 
age, taken from a paintiug by Jameson in 1626, preaerred 
in Leslie House, the seat of the family in Fifeshire. 

The Earl married Lady Anne Erekine. Balfour * thua 

records the death of the countess : — " The second of Maij

vitbont aoy fimerall ceremoney." The nobility of Scotland 
had abcut this time foand reason to dispense with those 
e^»ei](iTe fooeral ceremonies, which had previously been 
ranch in nse. The demise in 1640 of fonr Earls, two 
Connteeses, and one Baron, is gireu with the places ot 
their interment, but in no one inatAnce were there any cere- 
monials. The Tjord Lyon did not probably reli^ very much 
this jndiciotie exercise of a laudable economy, by which 
his fees of office would materially suffer. 

The Eari John, mentioned by Balfonr, was afterwards 
the celebrated and only Duke of Rothes whose religious 
opinions were not those of his parent. His " Funerals " were 
celebrated in snch a way as would have rejoiced the heart 
<d Sir James Balfour, had he been then alive. The original 
drawings of the go^eous ceremonial, after having been 
supposed to be lost, have recently been found in the Library 
of the Faculty of Advocates. They were engraved last 
century.

That the Campbells, Lords of Lochow, are an ancient 
race, U iinqnestianftbla, but the period aaaigned for their 
appearance in Argyll, by genealogical mannfactwrerB, 
merely excites a smile. The founder of the family ins, 
it is said, a mighty cbieAain called OThrin, who flooriahed 
in 4M, and whoee deKendauto yrax called "Sool Dianmd," 
tliat ia to lay the (^spring of Diannid. 

This s«toaiiding antiquity of the race of Campbell, ia 
Touched by the " Bards and SenachieB," anthoritieB which 
may be of valne in &e weet Highlands, bnt nowhere else. 

WheUm the CampbellB are the Norman family " De 
Bello Gampo," the founder of the ICngliah Besuchamps, is 
nncertain. Tb^ rose into power and powtlon on the 
faU of the BaUiol dynasty, when Sir Nigel or Neil Campbell 
connected himself with the Bmce, by marrying Mary, sister 
of King Robert. This person had been an orig;inal supporter 
of Edward I., uid it is far from improbable might haTO 
remained foithfid to that monarch, had he not been tempted 
by an slliance with the royal race of De Bruce, to break his 
oath of allegiance. The district of I,Am was held originally 
by ui adherent of Balliol, who was driven from his estat«s 
by Sir NigeL This was the first certain i^peorance of 
&iB Campbells as Lords in Aigyle, and there can be little 
donbt ^t the " beantiful " Era, the heiress tA " O'Dwin," 
who married "Gillespie Campbell," a gentleman of Anglo- 
Norman lineage," * existed only in the imagination of some 
Highland " Senachie." 

Sir Nigel's son by this marriage, called Colin, had a

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royal charter to Lochow, to be bald " pro homagio et ser- 
vicio," ae freelj, folly, and hoaonrably, as any otlier baron 
of Argjle hdd his posBesaioiis. Colin and hia hdra fumiah- 
ing the king and hia enicceaaora irith a ship " qnadra^iita 
Bemorum," in acknowledgement of the grant. 

The deacendante of the Lords of Lochow from this period 
gradually increased in wealth and importance, and the great 
grandson of Nigel, who married a daughter of Robert, Duke 
of Albany, ie nndentood to hare been the first Lord Camp- 
bell. He died in 1453 and was baried in Kilmnn. 

His grandson, the first Earl of Argjle, married the 
eldest of the three daughters of John Stewart of Lorn, 
and Inoenneath, and got with bet the Castle of Qloom, 
the name of which was, by statute, changed into Castle 
Campbell. 

Archibald, IklarqaiB of Argyll, raised to that dignity by 
the monarch whose cause be betrayed, had none of the 
better qualities of his father, who had the merit of being 
a personally brave, though not a successful commander. 
His course was erratic. As the great Prctcetant champion — 
he led the King's troops against the adherents of the old 
faith — beaded by the Earl of Huntly and Errol, and was 
defeated at the inglorious battle of . Glenlivet or Balrinnes, 
m October 1694, where an inferior force put to flight a 
better armed, and infinitely more numerous body of men, 
who, it was expected, would have effectually put down the 
Boman Catholics ot the North.* 

The Earl subsequently bad more success in his militar; 
exploits, for in 1603 he reduced the MacgT^;ors — a race cele- 
brated for tiieir skill in cattle atealiog, and the Hacdonells 
in the weetem Highlands at a lat«r date. For these 
services he got a grant from the Crown of Kintyie, which 
was confirmed by Act of Parliament.

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Sj bis fint wife, the Lady Agon Dongbs, don^tCT of 
William, Eul of Mtnton, he had the subject of the enmdng 
paaquil, which baa been {seserred bj Sir James Botfonr- — 
Commenciiig life aa a Prote«buit, aud aelected for hia tetl 
as tha moHt fitting man of hia time to eztingniHfa popery, 
the Earl, in hie latter daja, abjured ProteetantiBm, and died 
a Roman Catholic, in foreign lands. 

Scotatarret obeerres that owing to his father, Eari Colin, 
having got involved in pecnniarj difficoltiee, and his eon not 
being able to settle them, he was compelled to leave Scotland. 
"He wont over to West Fkndets, to serve the King of 
Spain, and became Papist ; of whose flifi^t the poet Crajg, 
mote these lines: — 

'Now Earl of GnOe and Lord Forlorn thon goes, 
Quitting th; Prince, to serve his Spanish foes; 
No faith in plaids, no trust in highland trews, 
Camdeon-like, thej change to many hues.'"* 

Be gave to his son of the second marriage the Lorddkip 
ol EintTTC, which he sold a few 7eaiH afterwords to his 
brother, and went to the French wais, where be died. 

Archibald succeeded to the earldom, and was created a 
Harqnis in 1633. He became one of the graat apostles of 
the Covenant in Scotland, and bj his influence materially 
aided its adherents in thor successful efforts to destroy the 
monarchy. The fat« of the Marquia after the Bestoration 
was the same as that which befel bis o^^ioneDt, Mtmtrose. 

Scott's pcnirait of Gillespie Grumach, as' be was called, 
from the cast of one of his eyes, — so admirably given in 
the Legend of Montrose, is, we incline to believe, for the 
most put true.

Altlioagh the execution of Argyle did not occur till long 
aft«r the d&te of the preceding pasqiiil, these venea are 
probably better placed here, than postponed for inwrtion in 
their chronological order. 

The UarqiuB waa, on the 27th of Maj, 1661, beheaded i^ 
the market croea of Edinburgh for treaeon. Althoagh he 
was evidently acceesory to the fate of Charles I., yet, aa he 
had aasiated at the coronation in January 1650 of Charles 
II. at Scone, hig subsequent execution was a hard measure ; 
but hia treatment of his chivalrous rival Montrose, and the 
iodigmties to which he had subjected that gallant nobleman, 
tended to abate any aympathy whidi hia death might 
otherwise have excited. 

Argyle married Margaret, daoghter of' William, aeventh 
Earl <rf M(Hi4>n, by whtMu he had tiie ninth Earl, who 
perished on the scaffold ior rebellion against Jamea U., re- 
gretted bj all, excepting the sycopliants of tiiat weak- 
minded and obstinate monarch, who, as the Pope remarked, 
"sacrificed three kingdoms for a mass." 

Scotland now raise thy triumphs to the light, 
Since heaven intends to vyndicat thy right, 
And lihertie, and justice 'gins to smyle, 
Since the committment of the arch Argyle ;

On the sittiug of the Irish Parliament on the 8th of 
Hay, 1661, the Bishops took tbdr leata in the House ot 
Pevs, and Brajuble, aa Wainia nniformly '^lla hirp was 
dioaen speaker, "thoogfa Mr. Davia of Derrie was ready 
to ohallenge him of many adulteries and other odious 

In 1628 John X^esley was m^e Bishop of ^e Isles, and 
in 16S3 was translaked to Baphoe in Ireland. During tbe 
nsiirpation, he was deprived of his see. After the Rea- 
toration, he obtained tiie Biahopriok of Clogher, which 
he heid until his deatli in 1671, when above one hundred 
yean of i^e. He was an admirable linguist ; and in tipain 
it was said, "Solos Lesleina I^tine loqnitni." He was a 
son of Lesley of Crichie, a branch of the Lealeya of Bal- 
qnhain. 

The " learned " Bishop of Lincoln was John WiUiama, 

some time Lord Keeper, who, in 1641, was translated to 

Qie Anihbiahopriok of Yoric. He died in 16£0, at the age 

of 68. Ue waa of Webb extraction. WiUiaina of Cogh-

The Biahop was a staunch and oonaisteut Frototaut, 
and im that aoconut foand favour in the ejm of the 
Corenanten. In a chnrch in the ooon^ of Bedfiwd an 
altai of stone with four pillars had been erected wbcze 
previoaalj tiiere bad been an altar, the TeTiiains of vbich 
had been discovered whilst dicing for a foundation. This 
oomiog to the ears of WilliamH, the Diocesan, he went to 
the church, ordered the whde oection to be itmoved, saw 
it done, and ttien " tcdd the parson that if he pleased, he 
■night set the conunnnion table tha«, bnt altars wero 
fatbiddeo bjr the statute."! 

Williatni was present iriien Ids patron. James I., on hia 
deathbed, receiTed the communion. He a^ed tiie King 
whether he would have the abaolntion, his Hajeety ans' 
wered, "As it is practued in the Enghsh Chureli, I erer 
ttppttmi it; bnt in the dark waj of the Chmch of Bmne, 
[ do defy it." " Tins I tdl yon, not bj reporta, for I liad 
the honour and comfort to Kodve it with him."t 

IheBialu^ founded three hbiariea: ooaat Weetnangtee, 
a second at Linooln, and a third at St John's College, in 
Cambridge. He repaired the north side of Weatminstw 
cathedral and Lincoln palace. He nuuntained a number of 
scholars in his home at Weetminater and at the nniversities. 
He bnilt a sqoare court of stone at Lincoln College in 
Chrford, and did monj otiier equally munificent acts. 

Upon the aocenion of Charles, he inconed the enmity of 
Bnckinghatn, and was removed from his office of Lord

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Keepee. As Dean, oi WestminBter, it was his rig^t to 
aaakt &t tiie coFontttion, but the farourite set him adde, 
and put "Sxad, then Bistop of St Darid'a, in hie place. 
This msf have been die cauae <J the dialike ot tiie 
extnided Lord Keeper to the future Archbishop of 
CanterboTj. In a cotemporary letter, Jannaiy 36Ut, 
1626-6, thiB canae of fiuckingham'B diedike was a "piece of

Charles tras a man of a very affec* 
tdonato dispo^tion ; and onoa having taken this dazzling 
meteor to his boeom, he yielded himself implioitly to bis 
coanseis. 

Frynne got himself into a Bad acmpe by his " Histriomastix, 
or the Player's Scourge," now much sought after by literary 
antiquaries for the variety of learning it contains. The 
publication was prohibited, and the writer was brought 
before the High ConmiieuoiL Court and Star Chamber. 
In the taUe of contents, he notee, " Women actors, notorious 
whoree." He further states that St Paul prohibits women 
to speak publicly in the Church. '* Datee then," he oon- 
tinues, " any Chrifltdan women be so more than whoriahly 
impudent aa to act, to speak publickly on a stage (per* 
chance in man's apparel and cnt hair, here proved siufoll ' 
and abominable) in the presence of Boudry men and women."

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COLVILLE'S PASQUIL ON SIR ALEXANDER 
GIBSON. 

This, in Balfour MS., ia called " iii Samuel ColTeilles 
Pasquil on Sir Alezander Qibeon youngec of Durie, Clerk 
Begister, 1643." 

Samuel Colville was a jounger son of JoliD Colville, de 
jure Lord Colrille of Culros, by Elizabeth Melrille, daughter 
of Sir JameB Melville of Hallhill, a ladj known aa the 
authoreaa of " Ane Godly Dream, compylit in Soottiah 
Metre," originaUj printed in small 4to, black letter, hy 
Robert Gharteria, Edinburgh, 1603, and of which the last 
and beet version will be found in Dr. Laing'a " Early 
Metrical Tales," Edinburgh, 1826, BniaU 8to. His elder 
brother, Alexander Colville, D.D., waa Professor of Divinity 
at Sedan, from whence he waa preferred to be Principal of 
St. Mary'a College, St. Andrews. He was a man of great 
learning, and well versed in Hebrew, of which he was Pro- 
fessor. He wrote in Latin various theological diaaertationa, 
which were pabliahed in 4to, at Edinburgh 166S. ChUieria 
in bia Catalogue ot Sootiah Writers obaerrea "he was a 
sharp and leanked man." He died in 1666. 

His brotlier, Samuel, doee not appear to have followed 
any profession or caUing. He is chiefly known as author of 
a "JMockPoem, or Whigs Supplication," I/>ndon 1681, 8to. 
The second edition has the title of " Whiggs Supplication, 
in two parte, by S. C," Edinburgh, 1687, 8vo. There are 
variouB editions of a later date. It remained in MS. many 
years before it was given to the world. Dr Irving remorka 
it was composed by Colville in imitation of Butler, " but he 
displayee a slender portion of Bntler'a wit and humour,"* 
an opinion in which we do not entirely concur. Of his 
* History of Scotish Poetry, p. 483. 
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histerj little can be leArnedexceptiog wbat majbega^ieted 
from the apology prefixed to his poem bf one Joha Gockbum, 
in whicli it ia said : 

Samuel was sent to France, 
To leam to eing and dance. 

And plaj' upon a 6ddle, 
Now he's a man of great eBteem : 
HiB mother got him in a dreaui, 

At CulroBS on a girdle. 

He wrote " The grand Impostor discovered ; or an Hiatortcal 
Diq)ute of the Papacy and Popiah religion," part i. Edin- 
buigh, 1678, ito. He waa a zealoua Protertant. Tbs 
period of hia demiae has not been ascertained. The male 
dsscendante of his father and niotiier must have failed, as 
die peerage of Colville (kE Cnlrose was allowed by the House 
of Peers (27th May 1733) to John Colville the oiale repre. 
senlative of Alexander Colville, oommeudator of Culros,' 
brother of the first Lord ColviUe, in virtue of the lemainder 
in the original patent to heirs male whataoevor bearing the 
oaaw and arms of Colville, and is now enjoyed by his male 
descendant. 

Sir Alexander Gibson, the individual satirized by Coivillu, 
was a son of Lord Durie a senator of the College of Justice, 
whose decisions, published in 1G88, by his grandson Sir 
Alexander Gibson, are well known to Scotish lawyers. 
His Lordship died at his own house of Darie, 10th June 
1644. The strange story of his being carried off by one of 
the Armstrongs, so graphically given by Sir Walto' Scott, 
in his delightful Minstrelsy of the Scotiah Border, has been 
dramatized by Dr Richard Foole, now of Aberdeen, with 
o^Qsiderable sldll in a play called "Willie Armstrong," 
which was performed with some success in Edinburgh 
several years since. 
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Lord Dnria'a son, by Margaret Cnug, daughter d Sir 
Thomas Craig, " having been long a Clerk of Sesioa 
was made Clerk Register when the king oame last to Scot- 
land, by themoyen of William Murray, now Earl of Dysart; 
to whom, it is eaid, he gave a velvet oaagock lined with fine 
furrings, and a thousand double jueces therein."* This 
explains Colville's reference to " Vill Murray," and tie con- 
sideration given for his p(«ferment. " He was very well 
skilled to be a jniigo ; but within few years, having gone to 
England to the engagement with the Marquis of Hamilton, 
he was thruat from the place, and has hved since that time 
M a private inan."t His suooeMor in office was Johnston 
of Warriston, the grandson of the author of tjie Jus Fendale, 
who thus through his mother was related to his predeceaKr. 

Lainont, in his IMaiy, meutiona that both Durie and his 
Lady were debart«d " from the Tabel, because of their 
maligDande." This was in the year 1650. He was one 
of the Commisdoners chosen for Scotland to attend the 
English Parhament in At:gust 1652. This shows that he had 
then renounced his " maliguande," and submitted to the 
ruling powers. He went to London in January 1664, '' to 
be prefenit," but " he was disappointed."! Periuips doubta 
may have been entertained of the sincerity of his couversion. 
His death occurred in June 1656.

The rcT^ntion natopsd the Ctdtaeea family to the pod- 
(ioB of which they had been depriTed. Through the influ- 
e&M'of ths fint Earl of Seafield, Thotnaa, the ddeat son of 
3ir Jymta, m* made a buotiet in 1698, and the noUe Lord 
ia-,t»Bi»iitting th9 patent aooompanied it by the fdlowing 
llUm:^" Whitehall, 19th Febroajy 1698,— Sir, I have tbifl 
night Bent doone youi patent aa Enight Boironat.

ProTOBt Tod jnuat not be forgotten. Notvithataudrng 
the Moocaa ol hia rival in ejecting him, he waa enabled to 
. NfOTW hia old {ratition of chief ma^strate of Edinburgh in 
March 1663, and he held the office for moie than two years. 
KcoU inbnoa na,* vh«a Monk came to the Scotish metio- 
pc^ npoa the 1th day of Hay 1664, to proclaim Cromwell 
ai Lwd Proteetw, he arrived in ^etit pomp, attaided by 
loot and horse, with "sex Trumpettouria Bounding befora 
him," and prooeeded to the Groee in penon, having upon 
hia light hand the Judge Advocate, who read the prodama- 
ti«, "and Archibald Tod, Provost of Edinburgh, on tht .

In tbe erening then was a great prqiaiaJaoo " for fyie- 
warhiB, qohilk wes actit at the Uercat Croce of Edinbtngh, 
betniz nyne uid tweU houiia in the njrcht, to the admiiA' 
taon of many pepin." 

The next day die act of gracv was jvocUimed in a dmilar 
manner. Tbe nobloneo and gentry forfanlted weze nnmer- 
ons, and the £nei heavyj for inataiue, the tnrncoat David 
Ledie, aftarwaids Lord Newark, was fined £4,000 sterling, 
—tbe heirs of tbe Earl of BuccUnch £16,000; tbe Earl of 
Fwrnnie, £10,000, — enormooa amns for tbe tdm& Honk 
retnmed to Dalkath, and on the 10th of the month ordra«d 
hia troops to the North.

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KNIGHTS OP THE ISLE OF WIGHT, , 

After the Bale of tite king to the English Republicasa 
by the Scotish Patriots, be was traiiBferred to the Isle of 
Wigbt, And tl^ reftder will find in ClBrebdott & fnll acco^ot 
of Uie endeavoTim during tbe soJonMi of his majesty there to 
accommodnte matten between him - uid faia ari»j«ctB, ^11 
which, as might be anticipated, Aided in nothing. His 
death, there can be little donbt, had alrwdy been resolved 
on, and the communings at Nevp(H^ were intended tc( blind 
tbe public, b; creating a belief in tLe oncerity of the 
dominant party that they were endeaTonrinK seriously to put 
an end to all dispnt^s. 

Though otherwise sufficiently minute, the historian of the 
Rebellion is silent as to the wholesale creation of knights, . 
which took place previous tohis Hajeety'i removal to London. 
Tet the fact seems to be true, bnt pethaps not to the ex- 
tent represented in the pasquil. BkUout mentions' a com- 
munication he bad received throngh Ut Laui^^ Oli^kavC, 
minister of Newbuigh, who was infonned by Lieutenant 
General Leslie, of a meeting held privately 13th July 1659« 
tbe object of which was to bring in Charles II. on certain 
conditions. This was opposed by three of the parties pre- 
sent, one of whom was " Sir John Chiesly the new Master 
of Requests, a base fdtow, borne in CHi<tisdsil, latt Gierke 
to the Scots CommiaacHiera in England, Eni^tted by Kii% 
Charles 1., at the Ue of Wight." How as bia majesty 
knighted the Clerk, it is most probable that he wonld also 
confer a mmilar honour upon tbe Comuiiauoners. May 
this not have been the time when Warriston and Stewart 
received thdr respective titles ?

The Bererend Wiffiam Annan, yrbo died Dean of Edin- 
burgh after tie Restoration, was originally the Episcopal 
ininiHter of Ajr, ifho, iortteeing what was to follow from 
the constitntion of the Qlacgow Auembly of 1688, Tery 
pmdentJj left his tutlre coon^ for tiie aouQi prerioaa to the 
depasdtion which he knew waa to follow. Hia mcocMor was 
the Rererend Robert Blair, who in his antobiographj obserree 
that be ran away before he was summoned, ' ' his conscience, 
the lord's depntf within his breast, aconang And eensoring 

The charUahlt reason for his flight asmgned by his 
snocGOBor did not occnr t» BailUe, ba he refers to the treat- 
ment Amumracdred at Glasgow, as tiie caose of his leaving 
Scotland. " At the outgoing of the Chorch, about thirtr 
or forty of our honegtett women in one TOyoe before the 
Riahope and Magistrate, did fall in rayling carsing, scolding 
with olam<Hirs on Mr William Annan. Some two of the 
meanest were taktoi to the Tolbooth. All the day orer, up 
and down the streets where ha went, hegot Areafjof snndry 
in words and looks, bat after supper, when needlessUe he will 
goe to Tint the Biahope, he is no sooner om the causay, at 
nine o'clock, in amirk night, with three or four minlsteis with 
him, bot some hondred of enragtd women of all qualities are 
about Urn with neaves and stares, and peats, bnt no stones. 
Tbej beat him sore, his doake, ruff, hatt, were rent : how- 
em npoo his eriw, and caqdles set out from many windows, 
he escaped all bloody wotmds ; yet ha was in great danger 
eeen ff/KHi^."" 
. It is not sarpriang that soch an attack, and not the lords-

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depatf, suggested to tlie ontraged clergTmui the piopriety 
of remoring liimnel f from b countiy in which hia Ufe vu 
ezpoeed to the ixay of Bpiritual womeQ, from whoBe tender 
merciei he had little to expect One fsct emerging from 
this and similar oatragee is, that so far from checking the 
insane -riolence of these pious furies, their infuriated se&l, 
w rather religions madness, vss appaiently quite to the 
taste of their reverend teachers, who, it is much to be 
ftored, led these infatuated iroaea on to use violence, 
whilst they indulged in the safn comse of ^JAiwaging tlie 
characters of their opponents in every possible way by a 
very free ose of their tongue. 

Dean Annan, sometimes called Hannan, at other times 
Annand, was the anthor of varions theological works, 
I^ted both at Edinburgh and London, Uie names of which 
wiU be found in tiie catalogue of Scottish writers by the 
Rev- lAwrence Charteris,' who also states, " He dyed about 
the year 16fiS." Be must have been odrauced ia yean, 
as he had been minister at Ayr previous to 1638, when he 
fled for his life. 

Of the estimation in which the Dean was hdd l^ the 
Episcopalians there can hardly be better proof than is 
afforded by highaTing been aulhoriaed to preach the funeral 
•ermon upon the death ot the venerable and much esteemed 
Bishop Sydso-k, 29th Sept 1663, which he did to the 
satisfaction d his congregation "before nnne."t Tbe 
Bishop of Ediobnrgh officiating in the afternoon, and per-

She had the repn- 
tation of bmng on jtrj Intimate tenni with hia Satanio 
majes^. "Bhe lired to a great age, and «t ber deotii 
deaired that ibe might not be pot onder gronnd, but that 
her ocffla riifwiH stand up ti j^t on (me eod of it, prominng 
that while the nniaiited in that aitaation the DalrTmplea 
ahoold oontiuia to flonriih." "It ia certain her coffls 
iftaiwif nivi^it tn the aiale of the church of KiiUiatown, *^<* 
bnnal-place beioo^jng to the bmily."* 

Ne\^*t(m waa niginaU^ the propertj of the Tcmplaa* 
and aftw them the Hoqitalleia. It came to the Ant Ead 
of Sttlx thraagh his maniage with EUaabelh, daughter and 
hdreaaofSirJohnDtuidaa. Of hit comlahip and marriage a 
etnage aootnmt it giren in the aatire. 

The aopponliaD that hia onhappr niter waa attached to 
a Lord Bntherfotd ia collaborated Jn thete Tens, which 
atacrtthat, 

" fle (the Preaident) knew what the did to her niaate 
l^ht, 
If ahe her faith to Bntherfnzd ib^wiH aliglit.*' 

It wo<Ud thna appear that it waa Lord Stair, not Ua tad^, 
that eanaed the daughter to Imek hat pledget to her flrtt 
lover. Tbe pnniihment inflicted on the aeaand lorer ia thna

It is uncertAiD whether the Lord Rutherford was the third 
or fourth baron. The aecoiid lord having died In 1668, 
the sacceiKoii opened to his next brother, who may have 
been Misa Dali^mple's first love. Tlie patent of creatioo el 
the title is a remarkable instance of the power of the crown 
to give a aahjeot the right to make a peer. Andrew 
^theifurd was created a Scotch baron bf the title of 
Rutherford, with adeetdnation tothehcus tnaleof hiBbody; 
whom failing, to such person of the name of Rutherford aa 
he might nominate as his soeceesor by an j writing exeoated 
even in articulo mortis. The patentee was sent out aa 
governor of Tangeir, and elevated to the Earldom (i Teviol, 
with remainder to the heirs male of his body. He died in 
1664 without male issue, leaving a wQl, execnted in the 
IHngliBh form, appointing hui BucceesOT, whioh waa proved 
in the prerogative court of Canterbury. The Earldom, from 
his having no male issue, became extinct. 

Under this English deed, which conveyed the honour, 
the beneficiary, Sir Thomas Rutherford ol HunthiO, tocdc 
the barony, and waa admitted to a seat in the Sootoh 
Faribment. He died in 1668, and hia brother inherited 
the barony, n^t hia age may have been at the tune has

The proceedings to which these Teraes bear reference are 
fnlly detailed in FoantainhaD's Hiatorical Notes.* Sir 
Andrew Batneay of AbbotshaU, who had b«en Lord 
ProToet tot many years preceding, was appointed a Lord 
of Session throngb the interest of the Duke of Laaderdale. 
As be had never beoi an advocate, his elevation to a seat 
on the bench created eorprise and distrait, and the.lmion 
of the two offices of a ciiief magistrate and of a Lord of 
Seeaon was coneideTed incompatible. The comsequence 
was a procees before the Supreme Court, the object of which 
was to declare Qtat no person of a higher rank than a 
merdttut was competent to exercise the office of chief or 
other magistrate, and that Sir Andrew Ramsay, having been 
od-raneed to be a Senator of the College of Justice, and so 
of a higher qoality and rank " than a trafficing merchant," 
ought to be dedared incapable to be a magistrate in all 
time coming. 

There was a farther conchuion, that no Provost should 
be allowed to renmn in office for more than two years. 

Sir George Mackraizie was Hie counsel for the Pursner, 

and his pleading is amnidng enough, but one not calculated 

to give a high estimate of his ability as a sound lawyer. 

He compared Sir Andrew for Ms tyranny and cnnning to

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Olirer Cromirell, and declared he was Oinch more fitted to 
be " B Saltaa or the Cham of TarUry," than Fiovost o( 
Edinburgh. What this had to do with the legal point of 
his incompetency to be a magistrate becoase he was a XiOrd 
of Session, is not apparent. 

After this introdnctoiy flourish of trampete, Sir George 
proceeded to diow that Ramsay had already occupied tlie 
poeitioD of chief magistrate for upwards of ten years, in the 
course of which he contrived to burden the city with a debt 
of betwera dz and seven bandied thousand merhs. He 
asked, "who durst ask a eompt of this at Sir Andrew, 
daring his government ?" If the accoonta of the Provost 
are to be looked into by the Judge, what the result would be 
is tolerably dear. Sir George introdncee Petronius Arbiter 
— to support him in his argument — together with Fetavins 
— Heylins' Cosmography — and thaProphet Nehemiah I rather 
an odd combiuatioo of authoriticB. 

Sir George Lockhait (afterwards Lord Freaideut), for the 
Defence enumerated the great beueflta Edinburgh had re- 
ceived during the rule of Sir Andrew — how he had redeemed 
the credit o£ the dty — how he had contended with the 
bench as to " the precedency and grandeur of the Provoet 
of Edinburgh, and had got two hundred pounds ^'nglwh 
money annexed to the Provostry, payable from Exchequer." 
Various other inatAoces were adduced of the benefit the 
town had received at his hands. But in neither of the 
pleadings of these rival oratraa did they fairly discuss the 
l^al pmnt, oontenlang themselves with oratorical displays 
in which there was more sound than substance. 

Perhaps the most valuable fact stated in this pleading, 
which FonntainhaU says, was " acted to the admiration of 
all hearers with so much lustre and advantage, that though 
in other things he suipasaed alt his rivals, yet in this he 
excelled, outdid, and surpassed himself," is the catalogue of

Theae proceedings fully verifj what I^adetdale told to 
tbe aitonishmebt of an ^igjiah goitleinaii : — " in Scotland 
tJie nde ii " — quoth hia grace, " shew me Hie man and 111 
ahew jon tlie law." From a passage in the Pasqnil on the 
Stair fanulj,*it appears t^iat Lord Balmerinowas tbe original 
anthw ot thia admirable epitome of Scotch law, aa admini- 
atered in his time and long afterwards. 

Kinloch, tme way or another, amassed a Tast fortune. 
From ttie Itonndel it ia erident tbat he originallf followed 
tlie calling <tf a tailor, bat unlike tike celebrated Engliah 
tailor Sir John Hawkwood, raised himsdf to a high posi- 
tion — not hj his sword, but hia shears. 

It may be preaumed that he is tbe same penon wbo, tipou 
the 16th January 1662, waa aerred bar of his father, Henry 
Kinlnf-h^ merchant and bnrgeta of Edinburgh, in some land 
in " Coldbrandspath," in the county of Bewick. Ibat he 
waa of humble parentage ia evident fnnnhis havinga cousin 
of tbe name of Henry, a domestic srarant in ibe family <d 
Hepbnm of Wauc&twi. 

The late C. K. Sharpe, Esq., had a US. poem in hia 
posseesion, with the folli^ring pedigree of one " Jacob Kin- 
loch " — also a tailor, and {nobably a relatdre o! the Prorost. 
It ia entitled "A gentleman^ torn to Jacob Ejoloch for call- 
ing hint a Donae in the Coffee-house, 1674." Ittwmmenoea 
thus:—

" SissALD," t&y* BUhop Burnet, " who was the most lettmed 
antiquiu; in Scotland, had lived in a conne of phikeophical 
Tirtae, but in great donbte as to rerealed leligion, wu prS' 
Tailed on hj the Earl of Perth to turn Papist ; bat he aeon 
became ashamed of baving done bo, on so little enquiry. 
He went to London for some montha, retiring from all com- 
pany, and went into a comae of atody by which he came to 
•ee into the erron of Popery. He then retnnied to Scotland, 
and paldiihed his recantation openly in chnrch." 

In the antobiograpby,* piinted for the first time in the 
" Anslecta Scotica," Sibbald givea a aingnlar acconnt of 
tie circumstaneea that induced him to tsm Poman Catbolio. 
He had been on tarms of intimacy with tiie Eail of Fertli, 
whose family physician he appous to have been. This led 
to many discussiona on doctrinal •ubjeeta, and the autobio- 
gn^her was induced by his patron to write two books in 
▼indication of the antiqnity of Scotland and her Konarchs 
against the Bidiop of St Asaphs. 

Hie peer frequently said, during these conrenationB with 
his physician, that he was opposed to many of tJie doctrines 
of the Church of Borne, so that Sibbald thought he " was 
■ecuie on that bead," bst alaa, Ibe worthy doctor waa no 
match for the Jeauilical lord — as one Sunday, the noble 
Earl having token pbyaic, fell a weeping, and anoonnced tlie 
&ct, that he waa a Papist, — that no consideration cd worldly 
interest bad been the inducing cause— bat the conviction titat 
the Roman Catholic was " tlie true and ancient Church." 

This declaration was somewhat startling, — bat Sibbald 

did not then succumb to bis patient. In September 1685,

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die Eari took his intended oonTert to Dmmmond Castle to 
attend tiie C(mnte», who was dying, and who on her death' 
bed had been brought over to her husband's own way of 
tbiukjng. "Good ladj; she, I beliera, did it ont of the 
lore ahe had for him," sajn the simple man, — all Utti he 
heaid her enj " was what any Protestant believed, and need 
in the agonies of death to mj.

When Sibbald flist came to the castle the Earl gave him 
tiie Life of " Giegorf Lap^ and Father Davila " to study, — 
whose piety and austerity of life greatly moved the teod^. 
Saving thus prepared the way by weakening the ontwoi^ 
the leabas'&arl oanied the citadel by shmn. He had pn- 
vioioly anared hie victim that the Romaniata behoved that 
any good man of a different way of thinking from them, 
and who had a sincere love to God, would be saved. " I 
sajd I was well pleased to hear that." 

Sibbald ahould faa<re aaked his informer h ow this charitable 
belief could be reconciled with tlie Fires of Smilhfield or 
the Massacre of St Bartholomew. Bat no lime was appar- 
ently given for any questions, as ' ' about eleven o'clock he 
cslUd me np to hia atndio, and tbere he read me a paper 
that the Dncheaa of York (Anne Hyde) had wTot« upon ber 
onbradng that religion, and discoursed very pathetically 
npoa it. I knew not how it came abont. I felt a great 
warmneBB of my affections while he waa reading and dis- 
oomdng, and therafore, as I thought astro quodara pietatU 
viotta, I aaid I woidd embrace that religion." 

Delisted witb the eacctss of bis scheme, the Earl took 
the eoDvert in hia arms, and thanked God for i^he victory. 
These facta were not generally known, and what the con- 
versicni of Lord Perth was bruited about, Sibbald got the 
credit of having been the cauae; indeed, so enraged were 
the Edinburgh people, that the poor doctor waa very 
nearly murdered in oonaeqnenoe of thia miatakeu notion.

17a. sterling, a large mm in those 
dajB. Some difficulty anwe in making tlie purchaae from 
tbe objections of a few Members of Faculty, who did not 
tiiink the funds should be used for anj such a pnrpoae. At 
a later date, an oppoaitiou of this deoeription was more 
tooceasftd, for wh«i the valnable collection of HSS. and 
printed books used by FrindpAl Bobertaon in writing the 
Life of Charies V. was oBered to the Facnlty for the small 
Bum of £100, a renraable advocate, named M'Cormick, who 
went b7 the sobriquet of Nioodemos, rose to oppose the 
purchase, and as his reasons were so admirable as to carry 
a majority of the learned faculty with him, we cannot 
refrain from ginng tliem. " To bny such a collection, Dean 
of Faculty, would be a waste of our funds, — it would just be 
like a person who, having derouied a most delidons pndding, 
would immediatdy afterwards set too and deronr the ahells 
of tlie ^gs of which it had been made," 01 the verity of 
this anecdote there is no doubt, as it came from the first 
Lrad Headowbank, who was Facnlty-Ttcaaurer at the time, 
and who advocated the pnrchaae. 

Archibald Pitcwm, M.D., was bom in Edinburgh upon 
tbe 2bA of December 1652. He was represoktatiTe of an 
ancient family of Scotland, and the direct deaoendaut of 
Andrew, tbe poethnmons son of Piteaim of Hiat Ilk, who, 
with seven sons, was killed at the fatal fl|^t of Flodden. 
The infant aon by this melancholy event became owner 
of tite lands of his forefathers, and had the honour of being 
progenitor of one of the many distiogoished men who 
flonrished in Scotland at the time of the Union. 

Thongh an adherent of the Stuart family, Pitcaim bad 
no leaning to Fopeiy, and as littie liking to Preabytenanism, 
which he took every opportunity of taming into ridicule, 
with ctaaideraUe humour, as those peiaons who have read 
his inniBiig comedy called the Assembly, and his satirical 
poem termed Babel, can hardly deny. That Uiere is maoh

are liable to a Busilwr chuge. 

Ab a Latin poet his abilities are uuivennllf conceded, and 
althoBgh hia Epigrams, fnwa their peraonal allugione — not 

easily explained at the present date — are occauonall; diffi- 
cult to underatand, thejr sparkle with wit. Eis Epitaph on 
-Uie Viwonut of Dundee has always been justly admired, and 
no higher compliraent can be paid to it than to &ay, that 
Dryden has ntade it familiar by his spirited translation, to 
those who have not studied the "humauitin" as they ara 
called in the north. 

Lord Hulee, whose political Tierws were very different 
from tbose of Fitcaim, and who, periiape without knowing 
it, allows them occaaonolly to colour his critical opinions — is 
not iocliiied to allow the I^tin compoaitionB, as some enthu- 
tdaate said, to be the most elegant that had been given to the 
world since the August^ age, and consideis them inferior 
to Buchanan, Johnston, Vida, and Sannazarius, but he 
concedee that they possew considerable merit, not so mnch 
for their flowing and easy numbers, as " for their humour 
and poignant satire." * 

As a physician, the great excellence of Fitcsim has 
uniformly been allowed. He wait the first- medical man of 
his time, and at the present day his name stands almost as 
high is the estimation of the profession as it did in his own. 

The late Archibald Constable, before his failure, projected 
publishing the literary remains of Fitcairn, and he had col- 
lected together a great mway of his f ogitive pieces — these he 
bound up in a folio volume, which is now in the Library of 
tlie Faculty of Advocates. It has a very fine impression of . 
the fine print of Fitcaim prefixed.

In one of the nOTthsm jonnials there is an aniauiig 
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uiecdat« wliiah is poM^j true enon^, hit Em-- ite Mtbear 
ticity the editor cannot pretend to Tonoh. Fitcaim wl- 
dom troabled the inside of any chnrcfa, but every Sabbatli 
uiommg his jug of claret was to be seen on its way fron 
the tarem to his hooae, just as the more sbud por&>a of tbs 
popnlatioii was gtnng to mondDg serrice. The Idrk elders 
were gteatJy scandalized, and nnder the pretence of prft> 
ventiiig Sabbath desecration, used to seize the jug, and 
confiscate the claret. Fitcaim, having doubts of the purity 
of the modve for this seizore, one morning put into the 
wine a dose of tartsf emetic. It was as uwial seized. The 
doctor, who was an Episcopalian, to the astonishmeat of 
the Presbyterians on that eventful day, took bis place in 
the KirL His eyes were directed lo the seat of the elders. 
Tforebip had not proceeded far when one of the Sabbata- 
rians nuhed out of the church, as pale as de«th-^ 
^pother followed, and iu a few minutn the elders' seat was 
empty, to the bewildennent of all but tiie contriver of the

By his first wife, a daughter of Colonel Hay of Fitfour, 
I^teairti had two dtildrenj a son and daughter, itbo died 
young.

Th9 
doctor's widow died in the year 1764, at a very advaneed 
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B^e, and was remembered by her friends and acqiuantance 
TOth tie hi^est reepect and esteem. 
■ Pitowrn ^ed npon the 23d of October 1713, " regretted 
hj ecience m ita ornament, by his country m its boast, and 
1:^ hnmBiiily as ita friend." He bad collected a most Talti- 
nble library of books on all siibjectB, wbieh tm after hie 
de4th purchased by Pet«r the Great.* It is dngnlar that 
Lord Orford's collection of piuntangs, and Bobertaon^ 
Spanish ccdkctioD, should, at a eubeeqa^nt period, to the 
disgrace of this country, be allowed to pass into the poases- 
aon of the Moscovite.

In ihe North 
SriUm- of the 17th September 1763, no very Botirfactory 
anthoritjr asauiedlj, considering its prejudices agaiut Soot- 
laod, ib was aasertad tJuU the Court of Sessioii wu rerj' 
finiRaE, to that of Paris, where the judges were got at 1^ 
snitoia through this "Peat" or "Pat," a name which arose 
fnnn a Txird of Beatioti "of the fint chsnuter, knowledge, 
and application to bnnnesB," having a son at the Bar whose 
oanie waa Patrick. When a suitor came to the judge to 
solicit, my Lord enqtured, " Have yon consulted Pat." If 
tiie answer was the affinnatiTe, the neual answer of his 
I.,oidAiik waa, " 111 enijjiire of Pat about it 111 take cbm 
bf your cAUse. Oo home and mind your bufflnesB." In this 
My ihe word Pat, oiune in nse as indlcat^g a person who 
hadioflaeDcewiOia judge, and who made a tolerable Hrin^ 
by taking douceur* from litigants. In one of the popular 
ifiymM s^ut 1696, the youngest son of the 4tst BhI of 
UelTille, James Uelrille of Balgarrie, is called a Pate at 
Peat, tolenble proof that then snch an office waa not oon- 
mdered dtsreputable. 

In Scotland, Patrick is frequently called Peter, and P^fer 
Patrick, a circonutance not generally known in the aonth, 
but which not many montliB since was e^)lained in the Eonse 
of LoTdsdoring a diBcuwon arising ia, one of the clai^ns to 
the Breadalbaue Karldom. The Couned alluding to a person 
who had been mentioned, called him Captain Patrick 
- CimjA»^. The Chancellor Bnid the Captain's nameiras not 
PUrick, but Peter. His Lwdahip was asBured tkejf -trere 
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convertible terms. " What, are St Patrick and St Peter 
the Btiine?" "Yes," was tlie ansner.. .Fortunate^. X-ord 
Ccfltmsay was preeent and informed the Chancellof, " that 
Uie learned counsel wae right, aa in Scotlaitd Patrick was 
Peter, and Peter Patrick." His Lordship might have 
added that hia friend the late Lord Bobertaot ttia wM 
christened Patrick, waa invariablf called Peter. 

If there be^tnith in what the Nor& Briton has stated aa 
to the ori^n of the word " Peat," it derives some oonntea- 
ance from the usage of Scodaud, where the judge'a ton 
Patriot would be nnUomlj' caUed Peter, and this wDollt 
bo ahortened into Peat in familiar parlance; butweamTery 
acepticalaato the trath of the legend. 

The word Peat is naed by Sbidcepeare, 
" A pretty Peat I it is bftt pot finger in the eye

Johnson sayi the word is derived from P£Ut,.Fitauihi 
A little fondling, a darling, a dear {daytdiing.

gone againat Fneatfidd, he lemored the Bwana from tile kich. 
Bat eren here he was foiled, tea the Dnke of Hamilton, the 
keeper of Ehdyrood, claimed die kich at belcaiging to the 
Crown, and pnt the twana in again. Tkna the real proprie- 
tor found to his coat what it was to qnarrel with so high 
and mightf a dame of qnalitj. Sir Jamea waa oUiged 
to bring a declarator of ^toperij to eataUiib hia right 
Doke Hamilton no doubt had been inatigated b^ the fair one 
to take t^tiin step, as she waa admirably nkJllftd in tlie tdenoe 
(f lapil woifaie. 

The Editor entertains an idea that when Wyoherlf wtota 
his funoua comedT of the Plain Dealer, he I^^j^ the DnobeH 
of landerdale in hia eje in aketdiing the chancier of the 
widow BladuHJte, the lac^ so w^ vened in law prooednre. 
He waa a ootenqxiraryand a conrtiw, and moat hare heaid 
mnohof tbedMnga<rfthiala^. HehadesponaedtheCounteai 
(rfDngheda — a rich widow who had fallen in lore with the 
"Plain Dealer" — a marriage that gave great oflmoe at 
Conrt, having been cnteaed into withont the penniasian of 
royal^. His wife was nnfcrtonatelj addicted to jealoosf , 
and the eonseqoence was that, althon^ potRonatdj attached 
to hf* hniband, she by her losiaciocia nuide him vetr im- 
fa^ipj. After her demise he got into diffienWes, and was 
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pat m priaon, from wbence ho was released by Junee II., 
vtio bad gone to aee tlie Flaia Dealer perfonned, with 
which he iraa so much delighted tiiat, learning tlie mia- 
fortanes of the author, he immediately relieved him from his 
diffioolties, and settled a penaioii of £200 npon him. This 
monarch hat had m little eaid in hia favour, that it in 
pleasant to menlatm an act of thia deBciqition. Ferhapfta 
heart originallf good had been baldened bj prieeQ; influ- 
ence, — no uncommon oceurenoe. Wycherly was bom in - 
1640, and died on the Gjtst of January 1716.

There is no date affixed to tMa Litanj, which, was found 
smongBt the MSS. of Lord Foimt^nhall. Aa Lauderdale was 
Lord High Gommiedouer from 1669 to 167S, when he was 
Buperaeded by James YIL, then Duke of York and Albany, 
it must have been written dnring the former's Tice-Bojolty- 
Shorp is Inferred to as then Uving. He was consecrated 
on the 16tli December 1661 Archbishop of St Andrews, ood 
he held the see untU his murder on Hagos or Msgask Hoor, 
on the Sid of Haj 1679. The period of its compmitioii may 
be placed with safety about the year 1671. 

John Whjte the hangman mentioned in the Ia(t line was 
dead in 1681, as Fonntainhall mentions that the first act of 
his sncceseor, Cockbura, on the 1st June 1681 was to bum 
scone bales of goods imported from England, by one Qeorge 
FoUerton, contrary to the Act of Trade made in April 1680, 
at 13 o'clock at tbe Cross of Edinbnigb, which was accord- 
ingly done. Fonptoinhall slily noting tlist it woe mly the 
uwrsf boles that were bnmt, "bat thefynedathwasjiriiiii^ 
preaerred," doubtlessly for the benefit of tbe members of 
the PriTj Conndl who ordered the incremation. 

Cockbum did not hold hia office long, tor upon the 16tb 
January 1682 he was broDght before the ProTOst and Baillies 
of Edinburgh, having Lord FonntainhaU as their aeseeeor, 
for murdering in bis own house " one of the licensed filew- 
gown beggars, called John Adan3an,aI£a*Mackenizie." The 
proof was " slender," brang only by iKaaeB, a species of 
evidence Fonntainhall did not tolerate, and " was only 
prCBumptiouB." The " assize" found him guilty, and " te- 
feired his wife, Bessie Gall, to tlie judges." !Ilke Baillies 
caused him tobe hung in chains between Leith and Edinburgh 
on the 20th of January, " (or it seems they are not bound 
to execute, but only to pronounce sentence, within three

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THE PRESBYTERIAN'S ADDRESS. 

These veraes «re d«ecribed in Hylne's MS., aa "Tha 
Preabjteriaik'B addresa to his giaoe the Duke of EamUton, 
upon his friendship witli SeoretATy JohnBton." 

Ilie Duke of Hamilton was Pteddent of tlie ConTentJon 
when James Til. vacated the liirone. Upon the assembling 
of the Parliament, lie became Lord High Commiaabner. lie 
was by birth a Douglas, and Earl of Selkirk. Having be- 
come the boabaod of Anne Dacheea of Hamilton in her own 
right, he vroa created Duke of Hamilton, for life. Tbia 
waa one <£ the few inatances of liferent peen^e in Scotland, 
npon which ao mnch wai said in the unconstitntaonal 
attempt to aeat the late Lord Wenslt^dale in the BiitiBh 
Honse of Lords aa a liferent peer. 

Defective in En^^ith pieoedente, lefereni^ waa made to 
Scotiah caaee, bnt thej bad little application. Prior to 
the BoBtoration of the Staart« in 1660, whenever a com- 
. moner mamed a peeress he by ooiirtesy acquired her title 
doling the period of his natural life, and after her demise 
he still oontinoed to enjoy the dignity, ahhongh the iasae 
of the marriage wrae of age to take tiie honour. 31ie peer 
by coortesf eonld not, if he married again, tcauamit the 
tiUe.to tike children of hia second marriage; the honour waa 
eztinguiabed quoad bim, and on bis death lus first wife's 
kwf ul h«r uHa it aa a matt^ of right. 

It thua h^ipened by the intervention of the Law of 
Cotutei^, that the claims of the heir were suspended 
daring the sorvivance of the husband. To remedy this, 
without attempting to legislate on the subject, the device 
waa resorted to of creating a liferent peerage, which en- 
abled the Lord by conrteay to be a peer irrespective of hia 
lady. Thus the hnabaud of Lady Sample waa made Lord 
Olaafoord for life; and in like manner the huaband of the 
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Gmntetoof WeoqM got the title of Lord BorntuiaiML . 'A'

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SATYRE UPON THE DUKE OF HAMILTON 
AND EARL OF BREADALBANE. 

The first Eui of BreadaJbaae exercised almmt akiQgly 
power orer a great part of tfa« Northern Highlouda of 
Scotbnd. Feee tiwm ail narn^m of coneclenoe, he witb- 
out heaitatioa appropriated to bitttself whatever be thought 
it worth his while to take. WliilstoDl^Lftirdof Glenurqiihay, 
he had molded to ponaK hufiself <of dte EarMcte of 
CaithneaB, sod with this intent tarvatoiiitmtai tfaa 'degenerate 
Binciaii in 'PWMMJOQ at the time-, and gob from him a light of 
mcceamon, to the prejudice of the mAlehair, Aocf^ding 
to FotmtainhaU, tl^ iuatt«i atood thug; — " The last Earl's 
right bj which he bruiked the title, was not as ^ir wrTsd 
and retoured, bnt as a aingular auecesaor who had bought in 
a oomprising." In other waida, 'flie EdH of CaithncBs, who 
intended to m^ejOfenuniBhayhiBmectistl^.'had Bbt taken 
iba £arMom in the naoal aad-pro^ fbm by bdng' Wrred 
heir to his predecessor, bnt had obtained a right to a 
caniprywng or adjudication. afFeoting it. Hlenc» il( was 
oontended that no redgnation in. t^ hands cA the 4>own 
bf a oompriser could validly transfer the title to. any, one. 
Upon the demise of this c<Hnpriger, Sinclair of KeifiSi the 
n^ bar made up his title bj a regular service to the Karl 
last feudally veated in tiie Earkiom. 

Glennrqnhay got himself created Bail of Caithness in 
September 1677, by charter or patent from the Crown. His 
opponentin virtoe of the recognised rule, thatatitle of honour 
in Scotland vests in the next heir jure tanguinis, anomed 
tke title, and brought a reduction of Qlennrquhay's 
charter or patent before the Court of Session. Seotiah 
Farliamenta had no original jurisdiction to adjudicate in 
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anoh competitioiis : and coromiWw of privil^eft were 
nnder that name nnknom m tbe North. 

Hie Pmj Coimcil ii)t«>fered, and in March 1680 
GlenoTqnhfiy' was recognued as Earl of CaitlmeH, and an 
order was made tliat in his traTels to repf Ml himaeU of 
the lands of which he had heea dispcMMwd hy the other 
Earl, he wM to be fDrniahed with "meat and drii^" 

On the 11th NoTemb» of the same year, the Privy 
Conndl had the pleaanie of ocMuddering a precognjticut. 
that ia, to an inresUgatite "of the affair «{ the two Earita 
of Caithneu." The two peers, nnHke the two mcraucha of 
Brentford, did not snell at the same nosegay ; so far from 
diia, Earl John, atitu Gtokorqohay, cm the oaa hand, w»a 
abasing the pover, bj " fire and swcad," ^ren him by the 
Privy Cktnnoil; whilst on the other. Earl George, oJw 
Sinciur ot Keiss, amosed hinueU by fire-raising, and 
" wiUolly burnt donne " his (f^nent's "[VincipalmanBim 
house." 

The Priry Oonndl, no donbt heartily tired of these mntoal 
eomplaints, wisely, upon the 9th (tf December fidlawing, 
remitted "the two Earis of Caithneas" to the Coort of 
joatidary. — a jwoceeding which ^iparmUy biaa^t the 
rivals to their senses. 

Olenorqnhay was Dltimat«ly ddeated in his attempt i^on 
the Caithness dignity, and he was compelled, no donfat with 
many hearty cnisee, for he waa not Te^ particalar in ^lis 
rei^>ect, to aooept a modem Earldom, with precedence only 
from the date of the Creation. Accordingly, 13th Jn^ 
1681, the Privy Conndl decided "betnizt George Sindau 
Eari of Caithneas, and John Campbell, likewise Eari of 
Caithneea," "that George shonld take the jdaoa due to that 
Earl, and Glenniqnhy should be created Esrl of Braydalben, 
Ixad Pentland, Holland, and Glenorqnhy, and of a new 
date only." It is nnderatood that this deciaiamwsB twought 
about by the instnunentalily of the Dnke of York, whothen 
controlled the kingdom of Scotland. 
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The origioAl C^dineM charter, of 145S, was a territorul 
one, without auj Bpeciftl creation of a Peeisge, co&femag 
only ihe Comitatoa, nothiog more. Under it the Sinolaiis, 
origiiullj EarJa of Orkney, sat tn the Seotish Farliameat 
as £arte of Caithneea until the death of the assignee to the 
coraprkiDg. Whereas the Glenurquhay charter of a modeni 
date, with special creation of the Earldom, was held to be 
inoperatiTe in competition with the older deed, which 
merely granted the Comitati^ 

Glenuiqahay thus became Earl of Breadalbane, and from 
the extensire remainders in the patent it is not likely that 
tie title will ever be extinct. He obtained a privilege 
to select which of his sons was to be his succeaBor. 
Tim he exercised, and for reasons which have never 
transpired, nominated his second son, who became in due 
tame the second Earl of Breadalbane, although hia elder 
brotiier was then alive, and lived many years afterwarda. 
An alleged descendant of the diBinherit«d heir is at present 
claiming the title and estates. His claim to the honoois is 
presently before the House of Lords. 

Lord Breadalbane is, it is almoet onnecessaiy to mention, 
associated with tbe massacre of Olencoe, and tbe curse upon 
hia descendanta for his participation in that lamentAbla 
bosinees is still remembered in the north.. It can hardly be 
denied that the character of his Lurdship given in this 
satire, is tolerably correct He died in March 1716, in the 
eighty-first year of hia age. Hia male issue failed upon the 
death of John, the third earl, iipoQ ii6th Januai; 1782, at 
'the age of eighty-eix. Under the patent the earldom 
passed to Campbell of Carwhin, who became fourth earl, 
and waa created a marquis in the peerage of Great Britain.

This ignorant and premmptuooa man was 
actoallf placed in the Univenitj of Edinburgh, upon tbe 
removal of Dr Uonro, a gentleman by birth, a thorough 
achtdar, and an able bead of the imititntion frran wbicb be 
had been extruded by reli^oug fanatioism. Bule is dnwn 
with much devemeee by Pitoaim under the name of Mr 
Salathid littleeeme, in hia cosooiy (A the Aaaemblj', 

Argyle wae at a later period created a Duke. His morals 
were none of the best, and his Lady, the daughter <A the 
Dncheea of lAndenMe, woa not the person oalonlated to 
impiore them.

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MACWJUEEN'S APOLOGETICAL LETfEE. 

AiioNOST the Scotish PreUtw who were most disliked by 
the PreHbyteriana, there was no one more persisteDtlj abused 
than Johu Paterson, who was promoted to the t*ee of Gallo- 
way on tJie 23dof October 1674, and thereafter translated to 
the See of Edinburgh on the 29th of March 1679, which he 
held until tbeyear 1687, when he was elevated to the Arch- 
bishoprick of Glasgow, of which he was derived b; the 
BerolntitHi td 1688, and the abolition of Episoopaoj in 
Scotland. He died at Edinbtu^ on Wedntedaf the 8th of 
December 1708, in the 76th year of hie age. 

Amongst his detractors the principal wM George Redpalh, 
who, in his answer to Scotch rreBbjteriim Eloquence, has ac- 
eiued PateiBOn of the gtonest immoraUtiea ; and if credit were 
to be attached to half of what he said about him, the prefer- 
ment of such a man to eccleoaatical places of the hi^est 
deecriptioa was an insult to Scotland of the grareet nature. 
Jndging from the virulence which seems invariably to attend 
reli^ons as well as political controvetsialisla in their disputes, 
we Tentnre to place little credit in these defamatory fabri- 
oatioDs, in which there may occaaonally be some few atoma 
(rf truth disguised and perverted by an infinity of falsehood. 

In 1822 Sir Walter Scott edited a work called " Chiono- 
Ic^cal Notes on Scottish AfFairs from 1660 till 1701, 
chiefly taken from the Diary of Lord Fountainhall," Small 
4to. This descriptioa was to a certain extent trae, bat in 
reality it was FountMnhall expurgated by Bobert Hylne,— 
that is to say, the forma, a Whig, is corrected and altered by 
the latter, a rabid Jacobite, eo that the work is one of the 
moat curious pieces of historical patch- work in the world ; 
and its value has not suffered from the volumea prepared 
fnnn Lord Fountainhall's papers for the Banuatyoe Club, 
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whidi are unongst the most important and mterutiug 
histoiical records of the times to whidi the7 relate. 

Id the work shore noticed, there ia the following anecdote, 
" Hr John Macqaeen, one of the mintst^ra of Edinburgh, 
in Edinburgh in December 1683, having bj trapane got a 
petTOoat of EojAame Soott'a (after Lad^ Ejemonth, and 
aponae to Vjuram of Ejmontb, who is now broken and 
die dead) with whom be wm deadly in love, tfaongh she 
hated biro ; he made thereof a wB8t«cost and drawers, for 
which he was suspended, bnt the Bishop of Edinbm^ 
Paterson, reponed him in Febroaiy 1684." 

On this entry Sir Walter in a note otaeerres that he has, 
in a collection of libels and lampoons of this period, one 
which is entitled, " The Apologetical Letter sent from Mr. 
John Mac-Qneen, Second Minister of the Collie Kirk at 
Edinbnrgh, to His Ordinary, John Pateraon, Bishop of 
Bdinhui^h;" and he quotes a passage which refers to the 
text The collection is in the handwriting of Hylae; and 
the following is a full copy of the letter which has, though 
in many places not particularly delicate, a great deal of 
hnmom-.

The ritnal of the Church of Engluul U tmdonbtedly one 
of the moel beaotifol compilatioiiB in enatence, and haa been 
thonght BO by manj of the amcerest members, clerical and 
laick, of tbe Church of Scotland. With an anxious wish to 
detect eiTor and to cavil at irorda, many captiona foUoirera of 
Calrin have endeavonred to impogu, but in^ectnallj, tikis ad- 
miraUecompanuMtcdtbeKble. Perfa^M in time times, irben 
change has such a charm for tlie pnUio, one w perh^ two 
ot the forms of worship for particiilar days might be emitted 
without material injury b) the Tolnme; but the Editor 
cannot find any sufficient reason for this castration : if it 
be injodicious to return thanks to tbe Deity for the dis- 
coreiy of the Gnnpowder Pbt, or the restoration <d tbe 
extruded family of the Stewarts, soch eerrices might 
be dispensed with, witbont teaching the boi^ itself. 
There is an old proverb, "let wdl alone," which should be 
duly considered before amat«ar religionists are aUowed to 
tampOT witb^the prayer boc^

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PASQUILS ON THE LORD ADVOCATE 
STEWART. 

Sib James Stewart luta had the tniafortnne of inoomng tlie 
diapleaaare of both Jacobites and of RerolntioiiutB, — bolli 
partieB ixniBideriDg him to be a trimmer, and both applying 
to him the ngnificant aobriqaet of " Jamie Wylie." Then 
appears, io f u aa materials exist, no anfficient reaaou for 
teaikdiug him iritb a nickiiame indicatbig cDnning nod 
duplicity. 

James Stewart iraB the second son of the T/nd Froroet of 
EdiDbnrgti, whose controrerej with Proroot Tod fonns the 
subject (rf a Paaquil which wUl be fonnd in a previoot part 
of this Collectdon, and where some account of the worthy 
magistrate, his admiraUe wife Anne Hope, and hit family, is 
prea. After the Restoistion, the ProTOst wss subjected to 
great hardship. He fonnd the anistance and advice of the 
fnture Lord Advocate of infinite service, and it may be truly 
«aid that it was to the exertions of his anziong son that he 
ultimately was liberated from the nnjtiiit imprisonment to 
wliich he had been subjected by the tyranny of thooe to 
whom the administration of pubUc affairs in Scotland had 
been entrusted by Charles II. 

The Bucceesfnl defence of the father by the bod rendered 
the latter obnoxious to I^oderdale, and he thought it prodeut 
to remove himself from Scotland and seek shelter ehewhoe. 
He had been educated for the bar, and had every prospect 
of rising hi^ in his profession, bat in the existing state of 
things, it was in vain for him to meet with justice in a 
Coort where the decision of a cause depended not on the lav 
but on the venahty and caprice of the jndga Show, me 
the man and I will show you the law, waa a maxim 
originating with Balmerino and recognized by the arbitraijr 
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Doke, and do peraou nonld have been ao very imprudant 
aa to entroat his caTiee to an AdTOcate known to be (jfenaiTe 
to GovernmeDt. 

Stewart tlierefore went alnoad and took up his reddenoe 
at Boueu, with a view to aeatBt his father and liis brotherB, 
Heniy and Robert, in their conuDercial gpecnlationg. He 
did not Ttmaia long in France. Thinking he might return 
with Bafet; to his native country, lie again prapoiied to 
remain in Edinburgh, but finding Gioveminent continued 
hostile, for he had been outlawed after Ma flight, — and 
learning that a warrant for his apprehension had been 
ifieued in the mondi of February in that year, which he 
fortunately got notice of, — he fled to London, where he re- 
mained aereral years under the name of Lawson. He was 
mspected, — and it is believed truly, to have been dther the 
author of, or to have had some share in the compowtion of 
a tract entitled " An Account of Scotland's GrievaneeB by 
reason of the Duke of Laudeidale's Ministry, humbly 
teudered to bis Sacred Majesty." This work, which is 
occasionaUy still foond in the libraries of book colleotora, 
is a fordble and conrinoing account of the tyranny d 
this imperious nobleman. 

Tbe exile found, whilst in Ltmdon, the benefit of his 
legal education. " 'lis said he placarded ane office for 
stdving intricat law causes of any kind, at half fees, or lialf- 
a-gninea ; his cl^k Thomas Spence was to take the caiaes 
put, and return the ouae with the aolution, upon receiving 
the fee."* Unfortunately, he was too successful, as the 
celebrity of hia expodtiona led to inqniriee about the person 
giving them, and he was obliged to change his lodgings and 
dismiss his clerk. 

When the influence of his enemy liauderdale waned, the 

prosecntioa against him, by the io1«rpoBition d friends, 

was quaehed, but the tcet-oath propceed in 1681 was a

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buiMT in his my, tad hie having gif en pnfomonal advice 
to the onfcatiuiate Earl of Argjk, canaed him to seek 
rafnge in Holland. Thia flight waa followed hj his fbr- 
iartare in afaaenee by the Court cf Jnaticiarf . 

The Tidiaitudea <d thia erer-ohanging Rtate of edtUnce 
mnat BatnraDy have indneed Hr Btawart to take anch 
xaeaaaica iritUn hie reach a* might enable him to leave 
HollMtd and teaume hii (iiiifiiliiiiii] dntiea io perpetoaUj 
iirtemqited. He had formed an acqoaintoaca with the 
•celebNted WUUam Paat, who haa ao reoeotlT been lo 
Semify attacked by Loid Hacanlaj, and throng hia 
inflntnce with King Jamia Yll. be obtained his pardon. 
Whetter he fonaaw what waa to follow we cannot eaj, 
bat certain it ie, that while -received in favonr in England, 
)m had the fxadmee to ptcaerve a friendly relation with 
the Prince of Orange, lisee aotinga are aaaigned aa tiie 
reaaoB of the nidcuame of Jamie Wylie. When it ia reeol- 
leoted that the pairtj aa naned had lor upwarda of twenty 
of the beat yean of his life been subjected to penecatioDa 
and anni^ancca of every deacrqjtion, it waa bntnatnral and 
pradcoit for him, withoot earning the epithet of "Wylie," 
tliat he should endeavoiir to arrange with hla peaecutara in 
encb a way as to enable huatopnreoeaprofeMon fcr which 
be wae to pecnliarlj qnalified. That he compromieed hia 
piint^des in any way does not appear. He was always 
modente, although areeolnte opponent of granny of every 
daaaqttioD. Ndth»eanhiac(HioiHating William trf Orange 
aSord any jnatgioand of offence. Knowing, aaeo clever a man 
aa Stewart ia Mnfeeaed at all hands to have been, tbat the 
ooorae pursued by Jamea nraat lead to ieriooB conaeqoeocee, 
how could blame attach to him for seeking to be on good 
terms with a potentate who waa regarded aa the nnoom- 
promifling defender of \be Protestant faith. Had Stewart 
been a party to any plot to dethrone James, whilst he was 
seeking William's protection, he might have been jnst^ 
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cesKiTed, but, ezoepting die bciTmleea fact <tf his pTOpitiBting 
the Frmce, and TiBhing to stand well with hitn, nothing 
further cui be proved against him. 

The abdication of Jamee waa nob followed by the pTMno- 
lion of Stewart ; Hamilton had no fanc^ for him, and be was 
equally dicrtastefnl to Melnlle, hia Grace's succeesoi as Loid 
High Commianoner.* Itwas not until 1692 tlut thiAaoond 
Lawyer obtwned the sitnation of Lord Advocate, for the 
duties of which office he was peuticiilarly fitted, and tiie 
dntiei of which he performed ao efieotivdy. He faeld this 
high position until 1708, whm he was removed and waa buc- 
oeedad bf tlie Hon. Sir David Dalrymple of Hailia, a ami of 
the fint Yiaconat of Stair. He waa displaced in 1711, when 
Sir James wm reappointed, t He died upon the Ist of Hay 
1713, at tlie advanced age of seventy-eight. He waatwiee 
married. He waa only a knif^t hinueU, bat hia eldest son 
and Bucceasor, James, was createda banmeC 22d December 
1705. He waa Solidtor-Oeserat for Scotland, uid died ia 
1727. 

For mz years and a half bef<na hia deatii the Lord 
Advocate waa in a very helpless state^ Wodrow aays, hia 
preservation "has been nest to a miracle, a man of hia 
bnlk, boainess, and infirmity, for m long a time to be con- 
fined to a chair, and never able to move except when lifted 
by hia serraiite ; yet still clear in his head and judgment, 
and aa fit for busineai aa ever m his life tim& The last 
time ever he waa onton hia own feet — and it waa oma tbm 
much for him to move tlkem, and waa supported by two— 
waa when the first article of the UnicMi waa voted in Parlia- 
ment. He was put upon to speak upon it — tnit declined ; 
and after that night he fell very ill, And every body expected

that winter he ihonhl hare died ; yet it pleated the Lord he 
ncoTocd lome mt trf bealtb, but never his limbo." 

The reputation of Sir James aa a aonnd lawyer was 
oniTenaL He waa the aotbor of a work of great value, 
although now aomfewbat obaelete, entitled, "Anawera to 
Lord Dirleton'a donbta on aome Abstract Ftanta of Scotirii 
Law," folio 1715. A second edition in 8to appeared at a 
later date. Smne oopiea of ilie folio edition ot the Anawen 
ooDtain a fine pcprtrait of Sir Jamea Stewart, after aa 
(oigiDalpaintiDgbrSr Ji^Uedioa. Screndof btaletten 
will be found in Oaratair'a State Fapera. The aketch prefixed 
<rf hia ohanoter in that cdlection deambea him aa " (me of 
tlie beat dvilian* of hie age, who, with natural fine parte, 
ttffeeta great plaiotteM, affability, and familiarity in hie 



In 1712, be pnrchaaed frcnn hia nephew. Sir David, the 
aecond Baronet of Coltnew, the family eatate. He had 
prerioualy inherited Goodtreea, vulgarly called " Quttera," 
and now poeaeaaing the more poetical name of Morednn, in 
tbe neij^bonriiood of Edinburgh. Thia had been his 
mother'a estate which had paased to him aa a second son — 
hia fatlwr'a estate having graie te hie elder brotber. 

What abroad, Sir James, without neglecting tlie interests 
of hia family in their commercial tranaadiona, communi- 
cated such infwmation bh he thought might be inter- 
esting. In <»ie of his letters from Bouen, to his father, he 
telle him tlut he bad "oanaed make two Faradx for your 
Lordship, one of dail haire, which ia tbe mode hdre, and 
light ia going ont, and another Imn hoire, the dark ia very 
tiiga.f, and cost bot 16 lib, the olber is a verie fine faahion- 
aUe one, and cost 36 lib." 

The pounds ooold hardly be aterling, and as the writer 
was accQStiMned to pounds Scots, and kept r^^nlarly a bot^ 
for Ma mercantile correspondence with Scotland, it is evi- 
dent that it waa theae he meant. The vagaries of fiahion 
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ue «.innMng enoiigh. In 167S fair hair was "verie fashioD- 
aUe," in 1868 golden locks are Uie rage. "Dade haire," 
carried the day at Bonrai—^iid light luiie "is going ont." 
In the preceding century red hair wa« in request, and 
Qaeen Maiy in Iter portxaita is repKeented aa having it, 
nererthetess ire suspect her majeety had a fine collection of 
wiga ot various colouts, which she used accordiiig to the 
exigencies of Eashian, whatever might have been the natural 
colour of her hair. 

The last article, entitled Gall and Bon^, is said to hare 
proceeded from the pen of Mr Robert Cslder — sometiineB 
called Caddel — who was one of the presomed aut^rs of tlie 
Scotch Presbyterian Eloquence Displayed. 

Major Wdr, who ia introduced by Calder into this satire, 
was a distinguished warlock of hia time, and a very particu- 
lar friend of "SaUian." This intimacy was pToductive of 
fotal results, as it led 1« his being burnt for crimes, of which 
witchcraft was the least, in the year 1670. "He was 
dreaded for hw sorceries, and admired Eiv bis gift of prayer."* 

Mtet his apprehMiaitm, Wdr desired ti>e presence of the 
minister at Ormiston, to whom he coofesed his manifold 
tniqQities — an exceedingly foolish step on his part, as tbe 
rertrend gtotleman was a principal witness against him on 
his triaL There was evidence without it of his otlier 
criminal oSencee, irrespective <rf the absurd charge of 

Weir's repotation for sanctity and his facility of praying 
had for a nnmber of years rendered his presence a comfort 
to those who were sick and in trouble. Upon occasion of 
his visits he always took his cane, without which he was 
unable to give religious consolation, and he uniformly leant 
upon it when in tbe act of praying. Common iviport asserts 
that this cane was his familiar spirit, and the devil had told 
tiim ^ tiiat BO long ss he had it in his hand no earthly power

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ooold bnrt him. WbeacairiedfrompiuonforezecntioD, he 
h«ld it in hb h»ad ; Mtd when tiw fagota wwe attenrpted 
to be aet on fire which were [daoed acDand him, thejr would 
Bot ban, iJUvxid^ evcrr effort wm made to raiae a flame, 
to the Mtonfahroent << the crowd aawmUed to witoHi hi« 
death. The exeaatumer waa told to ranore tie ^for^ 
oane. It waa fonaUj wrenched from hie grasp, and the 
teaebca ^plied to the wood, which iHtantlj ignited, and 
in dne time tlie tmhiqip^ wiMdi waa redoeed to aabo. 
Hie stick, when lemtned tmm Weir, flew op in tiie air and 
diMqipcwKd. 

Sinclair, in his " Satan'i invinble wcrid doeonnd,'' 
aeaertt that the stiok waa cooanmed with itaownjer; but the 
teaditiouar]' account now giTan, the editor heard some flftj 
jeara aince from an old lad^ who, when a giri, reaided near 
tike acene of the major'i abonunatiouB. 

Amot lajn that in his time, 1785, " Bo great wm the 
horror eatertained for Major Weir, eo general waa the 
belief that hie honae waa poaaMed by devila, that almoet 
for a hundred years no peracm would inhabit it At Una 
minnteit ta not occnpied aaadwdling tuniae,lmt ae aaoitii 
and wool-cnnber^ ahop." Fifty yeart after the d<Ue ol 
thia w(^ Ae aame feeling of horror pcerailed ; and eren 
now, aUtougb modified, the liinafioa that I hum ia arane- 
tiiing nneartbly about it remains. Il waa ntoated near the ' 
top c^ tbe West Bow. The tenement abore it was in tiie 
lower part naed as a boohsdler^ ahop by a person of the 
name of Main, who waa well Tened in the tradition of 
tlie place, and after be leA it by the Measa Nelscm, who 
carried on there originaU? the bosineaa of poblishera. 

Weir waa bom near Lanadk in Clydesdale, and had 
originaUy held a lientenancy in a regiment which served in 
Ireland. Of his promotiona no record haa been preserved- 
It is Teiy likely that he waa with Cromwdl when he orer- 
ran that nnhi^^ oounby. Sinclair saya be had aom 
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public command in Edinburgh, but how he got the title of 
major he did not know. 

From hia ooreouitiiig opinions, which wera the same aa 
thoee of Weir, aUai Lowrie of Blackwood, of whose lineage 
nothing n known, it is not unlikely they may have been con- 
nected. They fionrished about the same time, Lowrie 
t&mg been chamberlain of the Marquis of Douglas, and the 
tradueer of the Marchioneas. They both were natirai of

Thit Pasquil refeis to the money placed at the digpoeal of 
BreadEJbane for thepadfication of the Hi^iiaoda. la the 
Melville an.d Leveo papers, preeeuted to. the membeis of the 
Bannatyne .Club in 1843 by the Honoorable William Iieelie 
Melville, many intercetiDg p^rldctdarB will be found relative 
to a measure which the Earl of Melville, the King's Conunis- 
'_ tdoner at the tiiue, considered to be injudiciona. But King 
William, thinking a8 Simon Lord Lovat, next century did,* 
that l^oney woold go a far way in the Highlands, took hia 
own way, and Breadalbane, as the distributor of what was 
remitted, considering that charity begins at home, no doubt 
took very good care of himself. 

Willitun's autograph letter to the Earl is in French, and 
does Dot shi^w ihat hu majestry wa» very proficient in that 
language:. It is dated

WILLIAM H. 
Hie Ead Melville, haviDg Iwtter meaiiB of forming an 
opinioD u to the propriety of entnuting Breardalbone with 
money, and donbting ita effect exceedingly ereu if properly 
and fairly distribnted, ww diapoaed to adviae very different 
fltepa, and ao far as can now be judged, preferable to tboae 
adopted. Eia Lordship well knew that if the King and 
his niiniat«n were anffeied to be >o recy " aqneezable," 
to borrow a deaignalion not long dnoe applied to weak 
goremmenta, there would be perpetooi drains npon the 
Pnblic pnTH, and " boneat Broadalbion," aa be ia called in the 
aatite, wonM be speedily demanding more " aecret aervioft 

Colond Hill, who had the command of the forces in the 
Highlanda, addrened a I(^ter, 26th Jnne 1691, from Fort 
William to Helville, in which occnrs this passBge : '' Hy 
Laid Broadalbine ia come to the countrey, haveing hia 
remiadone in his pocket, as also my Lord Athole, and they 
have obtained a Commissione, and have nodertakin to tetth) 
the Highlands. Breadalbine is the manager, and hath mett 
with H'Leone, Lochid, and some others, but I find he hath 
done nothing with them, they, eapedally hia coosine Locbiel, 
will not tmat him. He tells them, tbe money he has for them 
ia.locked np in a chist at London, but they believe (ifF he 
aay true in that) he will find a way to help a good part oS 
it to himself. Buchan, Glengary, Sir George Barclay, and 
others, are gone throngh the Braes to his house at Glenor- 
chy.

Lwd Crawford waa grandfather of the gallant &eld- 
rpaw^hull^ whose life, aa compiled by Bolt, ia one of the most 
execnble attempta at biogn^hy that ever iasned from the 
iwaa. 

By tiie extinction of Una bnuuih of the Crawfords, the 
earidcau devolved on the Earl of Balcanaa, who claimed . 
it anoceesfnll^ b^(a« a CMnmittee td PnTJlegea, haTing 
been cabled bj the aid of the late John Ridd^ Esq., the 
learned antiqaary and geneoh^iat, to extingoiah the male 
reiweaentatiTee of the different familiee who stood between 
hia lordship and the laat Eaii of the name.

The popolar rhjme in question evidentlj refera to the 
displacing of Duke HamOton aa CommiaHioner, and the 
appointment of Lord HelviUe to that high office. The cause 
of this removal, aa statad in & very curious pamphlet, entitled 
"The justice of reanming the Bishop Reuta in Scotland," 
6to, London, 1714, p. 3, was his Grace'a refusal to concur 
in the Pr«ab;teriaii Church establishment, unleea the inferior 
Episcopal clergy ahould be allowed to continue in theit 
liTiaga. Lord Melville and his aons, " Baithj " and Leven 
(ri^d Presbyterians), had then. King William's ear, and 
took this opportonity of getting the Duke laid aaida When 
the matter came before Parliament, his Grace supported 
bis opinion with great good sense and feeling. " We hare 
now," said he, " before us the case of four hundred unfoT- 
tmiate clergymen, who have spent any little patrimony they 
had in fitting themaelvee for holy orders ; they have conte 
in.nptm the faith of the nation, and are possessed of livings; 
the laws are still standing unrepealed in their favour, and 
they have aa good a right to thdr benefices aa I have to my 
tBtaia, for I have no security but the law of the land." 
There is good aense and justice in the Duke's argnment^ 
but then and since, neither the one nor the other ia con- 
sidered when, the chief object is to displace a mwi in power. 
His exertions were fruitless; but his rival did not long 
enjoy his place, as be was very soon after dismined.

Lord BalgoDjr, who predeceased his father, the first Eari o( 
l^even, manied ImAj Margaret, daughter of John, sixth Eaii 
of Rothes, and bj her bad, bemdea lady Melville, Alexandnr, 
aecoQd Earl of Leren, who e^Mused Margaret, aiater to 
Charles, Ead of Carlisle. I^mont notices, Jol; 1&, 1664, 
tlie de&th of the Earl, "being bot a jonng man, at hia 
Beat of Btdgotiie. He died of a high fever after a large 
carouse with tbe Earl <rf Dnndie,* att Edinbnrgh and tbe 
Qaeenaferry." Tt was reported that on croMing the Firtli, 
thej drank sea-water, " one to another," and after l nnHing 
were dreadfully nek. He was buried at Harkinch, 3d Aognt 
following. His funeral sermon, being, says Lament, " the

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BANNOCKS OP BEAR-MEAL. 

In tlie JacolHte Relics Hob aatire on theWMgs is ascribed 
to Lord Newbotde, and in all probability correctly, for 
ahtDngli Hogg doea not uy from what HS. be procured 
the copy piiuted, there is no doubt that it was from one of 
Kobert Mylne'i, whose Dotte are tolerably accurate, although 
not unfreqaently tinged by a strong party feding for the 
8t«warts. 

Kobert, EaA of Lotliian, Eaii of Ancnun, and Lord 
Newbottle, was the ehkst son and sooceesor of William, tho 
third eaiL Notwithitonding tliia clerer bnt violent attack 
on the BerohitUHi psrty, his Lordship was open to con- 
TictJon, and, after dne consideration, thought it better, both 
on hig own account and that, of his conntey, that he sbonU 
obtun increase of dignity and comfortable places under 
the government of tiie king de facto, tban waste his talents 
in Bolitode and obscnrity lamendng Cbe exile of the king de 
jBre. He accordingly gave his services to the pnblic, as 
Lord Justice Gleneral and Lord High Commissioner to the 
Church of Scotland, and in 1701 was rewarded by William 
witii the Marqnisate of Lothian. He married a daughter of 
the Earl of Argyle, and by her, who died Slst July 1712, 
had his successor William, who, as the following extract 
from Wodrow's Analecta indicates, did not stand very high in 
the reverend gentleman's estimation :— "I lun told," says 
Wodrow, in 1725, "^e young Marquis of Lothian is one 
of the most promising of our young noblemen. He was 
Still sober, bnt now is reconed religtoua. May it hold, aa, 
alacel his father's did not."* 

In the printed version, Chinuie is called Clunie, an error 
no doubt ariung from Hylne's autograph, which occasionally 
is rather crabbed, Cbinnie of course means Lord Melville 
• Vol. iii 
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— a Dobleman very diataateful to the Jacobites — who was 
M> caUad from his chin projecting rather more than is 
nsuallj the case. It is somewhat remarkable that this pecu- 
liarity should still be retained bj some of hia lordship's 
deecoidanta. It seems, Uke the Anatriim lip, to be an 
indubitable mark of origin, but with this recommendation, 
that it does not disfigure, but rather improrCB the fatual 
appearance. 

The following explanation is "from an old commentator," 
as Hogg calls Mylne ; — 

" Chinnie, Lord Melville, from the height of his features 
(chin it shonld be). Raithy, Lord Raith. I jttle Fitcunfcie, 
Mehille's third son. Leven the hero (Melville's second son), 
who wbipt lady MortonhaU with his whip. He is the Lord 
Hnffie of Dr Fitcaim's Assembly, where he is introduced 
beating fldlers and horse-hirers. Cherrytreea Davie, Mr 
David Williamson, who did lie with Murrey's (of Cherry* 
treee) daughter, when pursued by the troopers (having been 
hid in her bed). Greenock, Dickson, Houston, taxmen of 
the costoms. They weie Sir J. Hall, Sir J. Dickson, and 
Mr B. Tonng ? Borland is Captain Dnmimond, a great 
tum-ooat rogue. Grave Burnet, Old Gribto (Bishop Burnet, 
it is presumed). Mennie, WiUie, and Annie, Prince and 
Princees of Orange and Princess of Denmark. Argyle he 
wee killed (re<!eived his death wound) in a brothel near 
Nortlk Shields." Geocdie, means George, the Prince of 
Denmark, who is said to have been fond of his glass, and to 
have communicated this parti^ty to his wife, who was 
sometimes called by her enemies Brandy Nan. 

It is presumed that Gabriel Semple, minister of Jedburgh, 
. is the clergymaa meant. Wodrow mentions that he had 
"ahabit«when preaching of putting out his tongue and 
licking his hps very frequently. There was a fellow that 
used to ape him, in a way of mock, and one day, in a 
drunken caball, he was aping him and putting out his 
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tongue, ftnd it turned ctifF and wnMlesa, and ha eonld not 
draw it in again, bat in a few days died." * Wodrow ia

As prerional^ mentioDed, the Eari of Leren, a zealous 
Fresbfterun, is introduced in the Comedy of the AMembly 
M Lord Hnffie. Hylne uy> that hig Lordahip, hanuft be«a 
reproved by tlie L^y Hortouhall for hnnting in her park 
without her penniBston, "iwitched" her "with his rod." 
The notde Lord was, kt the time, Ooremor of Edinburgh 
Coetle. 

These "linea on Lord Leavine'e marriof^ with tho 
Counteaa of Weemee daughter," are bom Hyhie'a MSB. 

The ConnteM was a peerew in her own right, and her 
motber Margaiet, after whom she wai called, was, let, the 
widow of Lord Balgony, and, 2nd, of Francis Scott, Elaii 
of Bucoleugh. Her third husband was David, third Earl of 
Wemyw. The only child of tliis last marriage socceeded 
her father in 1679, and married 8ir James Wemyse, 
created Iiord Burntisland for life, who died in 1681, 
leaving by the Connteas his wife, one eon, and two 
danghtera, the eldest of whom, the I^dy Anne, married 
the Earl of Leren. Her mother was coueequeDtly sister 
uterine of Alexander, second Earl of Leren, and of 
Catherine, wife of George, Lord Melville. 

Mass David Williamson, who sang the " Nuptial Hynme " 
after the bedding of the noble couple, was the Hero of 
Cherrytrees. Beforeconiii]gtoEdinburgh,hewasapreacher 
in Aberdeen, and Wodrow says that whilst there, instigated 
by t^e Jacobites and Episcopalians, on a Sunday, a craiy 
f^Qow, during the minister'BprogreeB to the church, danced 
and sang before him the song of " Dainty Davy," for which 
offence the poor wretch died in the evening. This, whether 
true or the reverse, affords a curious confinnation <d the 
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legend that tiie song wtts originally compoeed upon 
Wiliianwon. 

Wodrow hag also thie anecdote of ITiUiainBon. Whilgt 
preftcUng in Edinburgh, "a ratton" onddenly made its 
appearance, and very coolly Bat down on the !ffible, from 
whttiee the preacher had nelected his text, and which lay 
open on tbe desk bedde him. Aatoniahed by thia nnnsoal 
apparition, he stopped in the middle of hia discoiine and 
declared it to be a messenger from heaTOn to warn him 
of his approaching diaaolutiaa — diamiaaed hia oongrega- . 
tion, and mokened. This took place some months before 
Febraary 1702, but aa he did not die until the 6tb of 
Auguit 1706, the rat must hftTO been a device of Satan 
to frighten the worthy man. 

fflUiamaon must have reooTered from his alarm q«edily, 
for he was elected Moderator of the General Aasembly 
which sat on the 6th of the following month. Upon thia 
occasion a l^atin epgram was circulated, which Hylne thus 
describee : — "On a St«r appearing at noon, when the General 
Aeaembly sat down, 6th March 1702, and Mr. David William- 
aon being Moderator chosen thereto."

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SONG ON WEMYSS AHD LEVEN. 

The following " Song on the Earl ■at Weems being made 
High Admiral, and the Earl of Leren, Generall, Homh 
1706," ia from Mjlne'a M88. :— 

The Earl of Wemyes waB the brother-in-law of the Earl 
of Leven, whose marriage with Lady Anne Wemjaa is the 
subject of the preceding lines. He was one of the oom- 
miesioQers for the treaty of union with England, and was 
thereafter one of the aiiteen peers for Scotland in the first 
and second parliaments of Great Britain. He received the 
office of Lord High Admiral in 1706 from Qneen Anne, 
and after tlie .Union held the office of Vice- Admiral from 
1708 until 1714. He died in 1720, lesring, by his Lady 
Ann, a daughter of William, first Duke Ot Queengberry, 
James, hie successor, who, by marrii^ with the d«ight«r 
of the notorious Cobnel Chart«ris, acquired a vast increa«i 
of estate. 

The Earl of Leven was one of the Privy Council of King 
William IIL Oii the accession of Queen Anne, he was con- 
tiuned in his poet of Governor, and was made Master of 
Ordnance. He was a commissioner for the Union, and sub- 
sequently one of the aiiieen Sootish peers. In 1708, he 
was commander'in-^hief of all her majeety'a forces in Soot- 
land. He died in June 1728. 

The French invasion upon this occasion, ended in 
BQioke.

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DIALOGUE ON THE DEATH OF 

KING WILLIAM. 

1703. 

AccordiDg to Niibet,* the flrat of tbe snrname of Brodj, 
(^ Brodie, " was one Michael, boh of Malcolm," who got 
" the Lands of Brodj in tbe i«ign ot King Robert I., and 
from the lAnds took the Burname of Brodie." Hia antbority 
for this are the manuscripts of Sir George Mackenzie. He 
then contiDTKB, " from him ia descended die present Laird of 
Brody. The family, it seems, has been in nse, as chief of 
the name, to carry supporters, viz. : — Two savagei wreathed 
about the head and middle, with laurel ; and for the Crmt, 
a right hand holding a bnach of aTToiat, all proper, with 
the motto — Unite." 

If the acquisition of the lands of Brodie, in tbe shire of 
Moray or Elgin, gave the surname to this Michael, the sod 
of Malcolm, it follows that the antaqoity of the family conld 
not be esteemed great in tiie reigtl of James the fifth ; and 
explains that line, the meaning of which was somewhat 
obsenre in the ballad ascribed to that monarch, and 
entitled the "Jolly Beggar," t in which the goodman's 
" dochter," after her mistake, eicl^ms in a rage — 
' ' I took ye for some gentleman, at least the Laird o' Brodie ; 

dool for the doing <fi 1 Are ye the poor bodie !" 
The young lady was speedily and satisfactorily enlightened, 
that the beggar was of higher rank than any " gentleman," 
or " at least the Laird of Brodie." A family obtaining 
lands for the first time in the reign of Robert the Bruce, 
could not, in the reign of James V., be regarded as among 
the old Baronial Lairds of Moray. Hence the not very 
complimentary way in which the proprietor at that data

when she thought ihe had been beguiled by a beggar. 

At the dst« of the baltad, Alexander Brodie probaUy wat 
in pooKnion of the wt&te. His Kin, David, was bom in the 
year 1653, and died in Hay, 1627, at the age of lerenty- 
fonr. He was socceeded by his son, alio named David, who 
was bom in the year 1586, and who died at the wrljagsct 
forty-«x, upon the 2Sd Sqttember, 1632. 

His Bocceaaor was Alexander, the moat dicrtingaiahed man 
of hie race. He was bora on the 2eth Joly, 1617, and 
married, 26th October, 1636, a dao^ter of tlte Laird 
of Innea, who died 12tii Aogtut, 1640, when only tweot;- 
three years old. Their only son, Jamea, was bom 19th 
Septonber, 1687. Upon tlie 28th July, 1659, he married 
I^dy Uaiy Ker, who, "on the 81et July, 16&9, did sub- 
Kribe her covenant to and with Qod, and became bis, and 
gave herself np to him." * 

Alexander Brodie was appointed a Ltml of Session on 22d 
' Jane, 1649, and took hit aeat on the Beach 1st of November 
following. He was held in great esteem by Cromwell, who, 
in June, 1658, invited him to London to treat of an onion 
of the kingdoms ; bat, according to his diary, he resolved, 
with the strength " of the Lwd, to eschew and avoid 
em[doyment nuder GromwelL" 

Lord Brodie is rtp^reaaited aa a gentleman of »hini"g 
pety. His diary, even as originally printed, is tedioos and 
nnintareeting ; and the enlarged edition 1^ the Spading 
Club is still more so. That he waa an able and hwest 
man is tmdouhted, amd his bretiiren, the C^muaonwealtih 
Jadgea, are generally reputed to have been equally so ; 
bnt Brodie, from being a Scotchman, and having many 
relations and friends, is entitled to more pruee, than thoee 
* Diary of Aleiander Brodie, Eaq. Edin. 1740, 8vo, p. 19. 
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who, being unconnected with the country where they 
adnuniatered jnetice, bad nather kith nor kin to provide 
for. His Lordehip died in 1666, and was BnTvived by hia 
BOD, James, who, in AngoBt, 1680, wu served heir, to him 
in the lands of Brodie. 

This gentleinaD entertained the same strong religious 
(qnniona aa his parent, and, as a necessary consequence, 
vsa obnoxious to Oovemment. From Fountainhall we learn 
that the "&»fiee" were punished, with other Morayshire 
proprietors, "for tiieir ladies' Couveuticlea;" and that 
the Laird of Grant was the only one of the number 
who got aS. The fines were disposed of aft^ the usual 
Euhion of such things in Scotland. In vindicatbn of the 
law, it was necessary to send some person of rank to the 
nortL The Eial of Einlore was selected for that purpose, 
and he discharged hia duty well and promptly. Having 
mulcted the offendera pretty -smartly, he, by the help of 
Queenaberry, — and the Earl of 9trathmore, by the influence 
of his brother-in-law^ the Earl of Middleton, — got a gift of 
the fines between them. Thus, Kintore, the Judge who 
laid on the finee,— auhaequently, as King's Donator, pocketed 
one half of them — the other going to Strathmore, who had, 
so fiir as appears, nothing to do with thdr imposition. 

The lines that foUow are from Mylne's MSS., and are 
called "A Dialogue betwixt the Laird of Brodjg and 
LiUias Broffie. anent King William, pro and con." This

the Duke of Aigyle was the celebrated John, who suc- 
ceeded to the title on the death of his father, SSth September, 
1703, and whose inUoduction in the Heart of Midlothian as 
the protector of Jeanie De&ns, has placed him in a much more 
favonrahte hght with the world than he nterits. Glover, the 
anthor of Leonidas, who knew him well, in his political 
memoirs thus deecribee him: — " He was, iu his own person, a 
moat ahamelesB prostitnte to pOwo', and eztr^nely avaricioua; 
'he would sell nothing but himeelf, which he continually did 
with every drcumatance of levity, weakness, and even 
treachery." Wodrow, whose political principlea were the 
same as those of his Grace, had little confidence in him. 

To the Duke of Hamilton the Jacobitea anxiously looked 
forward as 1^ individual on whom tliey might d^>ead 
should an opportunity arise for lentoring the Stewait 
dynasty. Had he survived the Queen, it is not easy to cal- 
culate what might have been tiie consequence — bat it was 
otherwise ordained. His Grace perished in a duel with 
Lord Mohun, a profligate young nobleman, who was him- 
self killed in the encount^o'. The popular belief was that 
the Duke was unfairly dealt with, and that Mohiln'a second, 
Macartney, was his assassin. Had he been captured at 
the ijme, his fate may readily be predicted ; but he 
made his escape, and continoed concealed until the rect^i-

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ON PRIESTFIELD'S LEAD COFFIN. 

Of ^ JuDes Dick of Priestfiekl, now caUed Preetonfleld, 
the reader has alroady heard, in die amusmg account 
of hia lawsuit with the DuchesB of lAuderdale, relatire 
to the swans in J>uddiDggtoii Loch. He was an extenaiye 
epecolator, and held at one time the office of Lord Froroat 
of Edinburgh. He lued to puichase at the Exchequer sales, 
a right to mch taxes aa were exposed to auction, and endea- 
Tonred to get a good bargain if he could. In 1686, the 
Inland Excise upon the tweweries having hefok exposed to 
competition, Sir Jfuam would only offer £19,000 sterling for 
it, and as this sum, with the ezdae npon foreign oommo- 
ditdee, wonld not make np the King's quota of £10,000, 
his offer waa rejected. Bat the Lords, vho were the ez- 
poeera, judiciooslj put the thing right by sabdividtng the 
tax, and in this way some became tacksmen for the ezdae of 
the ale of one shire, and some for the ale of another — iJiua 
the deficiency was made up. The Lord-Clerk Raster, Sir 
George Mackenzie, afterwards Visconut Tarbet and Earl of 
Cromarty, thought fit to claim £30 from each of the tacks- 
men ; but " the Lords Exposera " ordered him to subscribe 
the tacks without any gratuity, the buyers "having it so 
dear ; tho' he called it his due." * 

A curious proceeding occurred in December. 1684, very 
different from our modem notious of Parliamentary usage. 
Sir James Dick, and William Borthwick, a surgeon, had 
been comuusBioneTS to Parliament for Edinburgh, and it had 
been the practice that he who had been " chosen for a burgh 
in the beginning of a Parliament, oontanues during the whde 
sessiona and currency of that Parliament." t Nevert^elcn

both were nmunirily wt <wid«, and Sir George Dnuoaiond, 
tfce tiien Proroit of Edinburgh, and WiUiam Wataon, a 
" Goidiner," pat in thrit place. The ptetewwi were — lat, 
Uiot Sir Junea, in Angoat 1663, more than two yean 
before, had offered a bribe to Lord Hatton "at Privf 
CoDncil ; " and that, 2dlf , Bir Jtunea could not lit in " the 
Convention of B07&I Borrowa," but only the actual Promat; 
and that it waa " onreaaonable he ihonld repreMnt them in 
Parliament who cannot be prewnt at the Convention of 
BnnowB." As to Borthwick, it was not eonaidered neoeoaarr 
to assign any rewon whatever for hia expulsion. 

Amon^ other specnlationa of Sir Jamea, was that of 
importing plajing carda from abroad. One Peter de Braweia 
had procured from tbe PHtj Council the sole ri^t of 
making pU;ing cards, and an order discharging their im- 
portatitm after the let of April 1682. Thia penon waa, it 
seenia, not a Prot«Btaut, but a Papist ; and Uie gift waa is 
contraventionof the Act 1660.* Nerertheleea, Brawda pro- 
•ecnted Sir James, and one Thomas Toong, who appean to 
have been a aharer in the ^>ecalatioa, who defended tbem- 
•elves on the ground that tiiej had imprated the carda before 
thegittCrom the Privy CoonciL The Privy Councfl lefnaad 
to allow the foreigner to Uke povMsion of the cards thus 
imported, but found, leat it should wrong hig mannfactnre, 
that " Sir Jamee and Young should either sell them to De 
BtBweis (who sought two pennies to affix hia mark to every 
stock of them) if they could agree on a price, or to export 
them, or to keep them at home and sdl ncme of them, under 
the pain of escheat, for a year or two, till it might a^qwar 
whether De Braweia will be Bl>le to famish the country with 
dut oommoditie himaelf." From thia it may be gathered 
that gambling with cards waa prevalent in Scotland 
helcm the Bevolation ; and that pievions to the gift to De

Prieetfleld vae burnt about ei^t at night, 11th Janoary 
1681, b; the Etudents of Edinburgh College, daring Uie 
note occamoned b; the apprehemdon of the re-eetablishment 
of Poperj. Sir Jamea was at the time Provost of Edin- 
burgh, and it was faleelj reporUd that he had set fire to it 
bimself, but why he ahould hare done bo, is not very intelli- 
gible.

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LINES ON THE FIEST DUKE OF MONTROSE. 

Upon the scceseioii of George T., Uontroee recoreied bis 
jnflnenoe at Court, and wa* made Secretaiy of State in place 
of John, Earl of Mar. He also held the office of Keeper of 
the Great Seal, and vaa elected Chancellor of the nniTomty 
of GlaagDW. Wodrow says, he waa " no bright man," an 
opinioD also entertained of him in London. Hie Grace died 
in 1741. 

The Doke was the son of the third Marqoia of HoolfOBe, 
bj Lad; ChriatiAQ Lealf, danghter of John Earl of Bothes. 
The foUoiring account of him ia given in the work paaiog 
under the name of Hackay'a Hemoire of Secret Service, but 
soppoeed to have been reall; written by De Foe. 

The flrat Doke of Montroae, the great giandstm of the great 
Harqma, waa, npon attaining mBJority, made in 1705 
Admiral of Scotland and received a docal coronet from 
Queen Anne in April 1707. He concurred in the onion 
between England uid BcotlaDd, aai was elected one of the 
nxteen Scotch Peers, He was appointed Lord Privy Seal 
in place of the Dnke of Queensberry, and Held the office 
until 1713, when he was removed by the infinence of ELarlej', 
Earl of Oxford and HOTtimer. 

In the Analects,* an account is given by TVodrow, of 
the caDses that brought about his digmiBsal, which is proba- 
bly correct enough, Montrose came up to London, being 
desiroQS, in concert with some of his friends, to have an 
interview with the Qneen, and was anxious that Oxford 
would use hie inflnence with her Majesty, and give him his 
support. "Oxford told him, he did not ose eitber to intro- 
duce or doe anything till he knew the business; whereupon 
theDuke told him he had a memoria) to present to the Queen.

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This woB concerted among the nobilit; at London, especially 
those (rf the Sqiudrone ; and contained a representation of 
tiie grievances the Peers in Scotland were under, both in 
the matter of their Sovereign being bound np from creating 
them British Peers, and the matter of elections in Sootlond, 
and other breaches as they reckoned of the Union. .A copy 
of it he gave to the Tretuurer (Oxford) to read, and vhen he 
had read it, he eaid, ' My Lord, this is a lybeU against the 
ministry and not a memorial,' and thereon he reckoned him- 
self a. party and could not introduce bis Grace to the Queen 
upon any such matter, and immediately he went away to 
the Quem. What he did there he knows himself ; bnt when 
the Duke tried some other way to get access to the Queen, at 
length she Bent him word, ahe had do further service for him, 
and be might go home when he pleased, and accordingly be 
never afterwards was allowed to see the Qneen." His post 
was then given to the Dnke of AtlioL 

"He inherits," says Mackay, "all thegreat qualities of 
those two families (Rothes and Montrose), with a sweetness 
of behaviour which charms all those who know him ; hath 
improved himself in most foreign courts ; is very beantifot 
in his person, and about twenty-five years old." 

Lockhart, aft«r admitting that Montrose might have been 
the head of the Cavahers, from the popularity of his family 
and his own good behaviour after his return from his travels, 
. continues thus — " that being of an easy, mean-spirited 
temper, governed by his mother, and her relations tJ the 
family of Rothes, and extremely covetous, he could not resist 
the first temptation the Coort threw in hisway." In conse- 
qoence he lost cast with the Jaoobites. " He was a man of 
good understanding," but eamly led. His courage upon 
some certain accounts was much questioned, " bnt his 
insincerity and falseness [were] allowed by all" '

Louis the Fourteenth, vhofle demiw gwre riae to tbe 
ensning Terees, died on the lat September 1716.

. maj it pleue jour Majatt;," aaka, " I would fain ken Lewia 
if ever you beard of me, for many time I hare heard of yon, 
and more in the pnlpita than any where else ; and if yon 
were as oft in your own kirks in France, as you sfe in 
out pulpits in Sootlaod, you'd be very aib to the kirk, as 
nearest the kirk, neareat the Devil" A spedmen of the 
manner in which the eubject waa handled may here be 
added.

1716. He was aa celebrated for his {nvfligacy as hie talent; 
in the former of which he was oiklj exceeded hj his son 
Philip, the lost Marqnis and onlj Doke of the name, with 
whom aU tlie titles expired, — excepting the Barony of Whar- 
ton, which being a barony by writ, is presently in abeyance, 
between the representativea of his sisteis. 

The Gist wife ot the Marqnis has been, by a Btrange 
mistake of Park — in which he haa been followed by Dyce 
—elevated to the rank of a Marduonees, whereas she waa 
ne*er eren Lady Wharton, having died before her father-in- 
law, Philip, fourth Lord Wharton. She was a daughter 
and co-heir of Sir Henry Lee of Ditchley, in the county 
of Oxford, and, judging from het writings, was evidently 
emfaued with strong und genuine reUgiotiB feelings — a most 
unsuitable wife for such a man as the future Marqnis. 
Mrs Wharton haa great merit aa an antimrees. Hhe 
wrote a tragedy entitled, "JjOve'a Martyr, or Witt above 
Crowns," the ori^nal autograph of whidi, formerly in the 
Strawberry Hall collection, and subsequently in that of C. 
K. Sharp, Esq., is now before the edit*^. 

The following character of the MaiqnJs occurs in a tract 
(written by Dean Swift), entitled " a short character of hia 
Excellency T(homas> E{arl) of W(harton), L(ord) L(ieu- 
tenant) of I(reland)," Loudon 1711, 8vo. His IxMdship, **by 
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' the force of a wonderfol conBtitution, had some ye&rs past tiia 
grand cliiDacterick without any visible effects of old age, 
ather OD his body or hii mind, and in spigh-t of a. continual 
prostitutioii to those vices which usually wear out both. 
His behaviour is in all the forms of a young man of five and 
twenty, — whether he walks, or whistles, or swears, or talks 
bawdy, or calls names, he acquits himself in each beyond a 
Templar of three years' standing. With the same grace, 
and in the same stile, he will rattle his ooachman in the midst 
of the street, where he is Governor of the Kingdom ; and all 
this is without consequeDce, because it is his character, and 
what everybody expects. He seems to be but an iU dis- 
Biiiubler aud an ill liai, though they are the two talents He 
most practices and moat values himself upon. He swears 
solemnly he loves you, and will serve you, and your back is 
no Boouei turned, but he tells those about him, you are a 
dog and a rascal. He goes constantly to prayers in the 
forms of hia place, and wiU talk bawdy and blasphemy at 
the chapel door. He is a Presbyterian in politicks, and an 
Ath^st in religion, but he chnsee at preerait to whore with 
a Papist. With a good natural understanding, a great 
fluency in speaking, and no ill taste of wit, he is generally 
the worst companion in the world, his thoughts being 
wholly taken up between vice and politicks, so that bawdy, 
propbaneness, and buunees, fill up his whole conversation." 
A note prefixed to the MS. says, " When tlie Marquis and 
the Bishop dyed, they, (who dyed both at once) were both 
gradously received into Pluto's Stygian Netherlands, 
[where] tlteir dialogue wes thus, viz."

SOME ACCOOWT OF ROBERT MYLNE. 

It is to this gentleman that the preserration of the greats 

proportion of tlie political satires of the reigns of Charlea 
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II., James II., William and H^iy, and Queen Aiine, ia 
priDcipallf owing. There is in the libmy of the Society of 
Antiquoriea for Scotland a MS. compled by a son of Mjlne, 
entitled >> The Deeoeot ProbatiTe, Branches, and RelationB of 
R(obeTt) H(ylne), engrarer in Edinbuigh, by the Mother," 
oontaining a genealogical account of the different families 
with whiob the writer was maternally connected. This MS. 
was crarected by the elder Mylne, and it states that upon 
the 39th of August 1678, Bobert Myhie, writer in Edin- 
burgh was roanied in the Tolbooth Choroh betwixt tito 
honra ot 8 and 9 at night, by the Ker. Wm. Meldrum, to 
Barbara, second daughter of the Bev. John CSovan, Minister, 
at Mnokart Of this marriage there were twelve childreo, 
Mis Mylne died after having "Labonred under the palsy for 
(Dx years," upon the 11th of December 1726. Her husband 
sorviTed her two-and-twenty years and departed this life 
on the 21st day of December 1717. The following entry of 
his death ia to be found in the British Magazine, or liondon 
and Edinburgh Intelligencer for the year 1747.—'" Bobert 
Mylne, writer, aged 103. He enjoyed his aigbt and the 
exercise ot his nnderslanding till a little before his death, 
and was buried on his birth-day." The Scots Magazine, in 
nodoing his demise, states his age to hare been 105. Of late 
^re has been a great controrerHy about centenarians, and 
serious doubts have been ventilated as to authenticated 
instanoeB of individuals surviving their hundredth year. The 
longevity of Bobert Mjlne however affords evidence of at 
least one authentic instance of the foot. 

Mylne survived all bis family with the exception of his 
daughter Margaret, who married John M'Leod, writer in 
Edinburgh. Whan Robert the younger died has not been 
ascertained, but a notice in the handwriting of his parent, 
in the genealogical MS. previously mentioned, and in which 
Ho^aiet is called his only surviving child, sufficiently 
establishes the fact that bis son prc-deccnscd him. 
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nte pcriitinl opinkma at Hjhie were JaeolMte. Ha waa « 
naloH Hii^Mnier of the Stemrts, and me induiieaed to 
tliink fkTooraUf of penou higti in nnk and atfttion who 
entertained opinions opposite to bis own. Hence lie mill 
VilUim Lewd RtuwU and Algetaoa Sjdner " two anant 
rogoea," an miellation not naoally applied to indindnak 
whoM politieal honesty wm nerer qoestioned, nntil the 
diacorer^ by St John DatrTmple, that both patriots w«m 
ptnuBonara of Ixnm the Fourteenth. Withall hi*[mjiidiioea 
he wia on tcrma of intiinacij' with naaj peaaonn hi^ in 
porilion who poLtieally differed from him, SomnchwaBhe 
reqiected and bo modk inflncnee had Iw that he was enabled 
toptocnreliTing^intheChiiiali ol Scotland for two of Mi 
wife's relations, mih pcnons of his own ^nj of thinVing 
be Kfed in lialxts ot graat intinacr. nie witiy and able 
Pitoaim was his espeotal friend, mm! dfludte ^i<^ Ja4]ofattisni, 
he WM held in esttmaticn hj aU who knew him. 

The peraeoatiui of the Eptacopal Clergy after tiie abdiea- 
ti(« of Junea the Seoond, aod the oonnrnanoe it receired 
from the administration of Willjamof Onnge,wasnot Teiy 
consistent with the pare doctrines of (^iristiaaitf, and 
Hjlna felt hintsetf 7617 mnch grieved bj Uie beatment 
which his wife's relative, tine Ber, Robert Qeddie, Ute 
Episcopal minister at Amgask, met with at the ReTolntion. 
This gentleman was related to the fsmoos Bee-master of the 
same oame, whoee eetabhahment for the rearing and coUiva- 
tion of Beea at Falkland, was patronised hj mjal^. He 
following accoimt of the mumer in which this Benrend 
gentleman was naed, will be found in the ^monger Hjlne'a 
US. — " Ur Robert being of the Epiaoopal commnnioo, was 
rabbled by the Berolnlionista in 1688, who, patting first hk 
gown on him in dwision, barbarooslf tore it off again, givini; 
him many reproachfol wrads in his own boose at Amgask, 
which, and other bad trmbnent, occasioned him, in Jane or 
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Jnljr 1690, to send the foUowiug letter to Lord, alUrwaidi 
£&rl MelyiUe, whereof the tenor ram thus: — 

'^ Ht Lobd, — I am neceoutatfl to give yoar LwcUup tba 
aocount, that I have been meet vitdeutlj expelled from my 
ehorch of Amgask by a disoederij party, who need me, my 
wife and idtildr^, vray barbaroosly, as the incloeed petition, 
whidi was praaated to hie Ckaee tha Eiog's CommuBioneT, 
' and read in Cooneil, beatn. — Hy Lmd, the Petitioii contaiae 
die drcnmataaoee and parUcokra of my oppnaiooB ; and 
your Loidahip knows how ready and willing; I was always 
to serve your Lordabip, at all occbbIobb, to tbe utanost of 
my power; and eaeing my age ia gnat, b«uig 78 yean, and 
my fam&y nmneronB, having nothing but the stipend to 
support ns from being miserable, (which was but 500 maka 
yearly). And albeit this Petition wis read^ yet the Conncfl 
having many other affairs before than whi^ are preferted 
to me, and having none that I oan preamne upon, or confide 
in, so much as your Lordship, may you be pleased to recom- 
mend my case and conditions to any of the King's ConncU 
yiMir Loidsbip shall think best, that I may be restored to 
my chnidt and congiegatioii, frmt wtuxn T have been lo 
nnJQstly debaned and expelled, as the Petitioa mcae fully 
ocattnine, and which will be an act of great cdiarity, and 
oMge him (to implore the Majestie at Heaven in yout bdialf ) 
irtto is, and ever shall be, my Lord, yom Loidahip's most 
fsithfnl and obedimt servant." 

The remit <d this a^tlieation to Lord Melville is nnkaown, 
but it may be me^ieoted to have been gnaatiafactwy from 
Ibe drcumatance that Hyfaw in his MS9. treata Lord 
Mdville, his son, Lord Baitli, his second son, the Earl of 
Leren, and tiie third son, the Htm. James, " the peat, or 
pet " with Httle respect. 

Mylne, in 1725, got involved in alawsuit, which must have 
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been exceedinglr annoying to him. At tliu period be was 
npwvdi of aghty yean of age, and he was called upon by 
an action of eonut and reckoning in the (Mart of eeeaion to 
acoonnt for certain claima laid to 'be created by an aaaigna- 
tion in tnut dated aa far back aa the 19th December 1682. 

Thii TezationB procew originated oat of the f oUowing cir- 
comatances : John Hall, an Edinburgh ahopkeeper, had been 
proaperona in hia vocation, — had got into the Town Conncil, 
— been I^ovost, and at last attained the hoDonr he had long - 
coveted, <d recdring a Baronetcy from James VII. the year 
before hia abdication. He had purchoaed the beantifal 
eatate of Dnnglaa in the Count; of Berwick, which bad 
belonged to the noble family of Home, and which had anbae- 
qnently been acquired by Sir William BnthTen. 

Aa a trader. Sir John had many donbtfnl debts, aome of 
t)iemsappoeeddeeperate,manyHmall and some large; Itwaa 
desirable that they ^ould be realised, and he therefore wished 
his agent Kobert Mylne to take the trouble of recoraring 
them, giving him authority to use his discretion in obtaining 
payment. With thia view Sir John granted an asEognation * 
in favour of Mylne of debts nominaJly amounting to 2,800 
pounds Scots, reoaving in return a back bond stating tiie 
nature of the transaction. Hylne was to do " diligence," 
that IB to say, adopt legal compuldton agunat tiie ^btors, 
only after an order under Sir John's " hand to that effect," 
and he was bound at any time to re-assign when desired, 
upon being paid " hia necessary debmaements." 

Mylne, before the 7th day of April 1683, recovered the 
whole sums assigned, with the exception of an indgnificant 
balance due by persons nnable to pay. He says, he paid 
what he got from time to time to Sir John. During the 
lifetime of the father, it was never questioned tJiat Hylne 
had done hia duty and properly accounted to his emplc^er. 

• 19th December 1682. 
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But when Sir Jftm«fl came to his Uagdom, he eDde&Totired 
to h&ve ererrtlung opened up, and tho' tita long prescription 
hod elapsed he msisted in making thU venerable and respect- 
able man, liable not only for bad debts, as well as interest 
at the rate of ax per cent, but to have the accoonts dealt 
with, as if the busJneBB had been transacted recent^j and not 
fort; years before. ' 

What the ultimate issne of the snit waa, baa not been 
ascertained, as the case is not a reported one. Bnt it is 
plaiD that, if Bucwesful to any extent, the Tictwy of Sir 
Jamee woald not be to liig credit The idea of calling an 
old man of dghly to an acconnt,— aa if his intromUsioiia 
had been a thing of yeeterday, — when the lapse of time 
mtiat have made it difficult to vouch or instract every 
item, does not create a favourable impresaion in favoni of 
Sir James, who evidently took advantage of the death of 
his father, the original client, — to whose oath Hylne might 
have made a reference, had he been in exiisteDce, and had 
diBput«d the accounts. 

Notwithstanding his professional aToeationa, Mylne was 
one of the most indefatigabte coUectois of boolu, and tran- 
scriber of ancient writings in his own hand, that Scotland 
ever produced. In the preface to Crawford'a History of 
Benfrewahire, after mentioning that Hylne " was a person 
well known to be indefatigable in the studiee of Scots 
antiquities," he admowledges " the obligations he was 
under to him for allowing him access to his vast collection 
fiom the public records." Of his industry, bis innumerable 
note books, written both carefully and closely, bear ample 
testimony. 

His HSS. after his demise were, with bis library, dispersed 
over the coulitry, and even now books with his well-known 
autograph turn up in the most remote places in Great 
Britain. Some of the Pasquils here printed were procured 
from Aberdeen : a valuable HS. of satires entirely holc^piMph 
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WM boi^ in LondoD for the AUboidaid CkJb, bat ma 
■nbtaqatntly kit, hmng been impradentlT' lent to (hw ot 
dta nembeiB, iqwD whoM deMli no Cnce of tlie Tolome ooold 
be fonnd. Hi* ooUactuw ot fugitive ^ace* of the time wbb 
nnriyalled. One mall 4to rolome oontaining twenty of tbe 
nmt blMk lettw tmote wm eome twentj-fiTe jean ttfgo pnr- 
chued at a Bftle oonHUtmg chiefly of law booki. One of theae 
-waeannniqno editioa ci RMii QoodfeUow, different from tbe 
onea in Oe Bfidgewato Mid Danidodlectiane. Hiecarefullj 
preeerred eollectioni of Braadaidea, Terae, and pfoee, now 
broken np, ought to hare been dqnaited in Ute Advocate'* 
Librarj, where than ia a manoacript eof^ of a catalogue 
of hia printed bodu. Dnriog the eariy part <d laat 
ecntniy, there were wold in Ediabnigh a great tokoj nla- 
able eollectioiwof book* bdonging to memberaof theFacnlt;, 
then highly educated gentiemen, bnt no Library until that 
ot Q«arge Paton, at the coauneiwement of Uiia century, eT«r 
mold ba put in oompetitios for rare hookt and manuacripta 
of erery kind, with the one formed t^ " Bobert Mylne, 
wryter in Bdinboigh," and disposed of by anotion after 
hiu demise.

*' Haj it please your HoIiDMs. lite Engtish are extremely 
divided in their affectoom md interests, and give way to 
the Church of Borne, uot out of aay zeal which they hare 
for her, bat the intestine jars and diasenBioDS under which 
they Uhonr, divert thdr minds from their danger in gemeral, 
and allow them to fear nothing but from each other. I take 
np<m ine to Hay, that thoogh I cannot affirm I hare intro- 
duced the Roman Catholic truth, I have gone some length 
in working up an implicit regard to the word Church, with- 
out affixing any certain idea to it, and puiBoing it wiUi the 
utmost heat and rage, without examining into the truth or 
merit of the cause before them. 

" The injured Prince, my magt«r, who has your Holinees's
